. Obstacle to negotiations for peace 
treaties," 

The State Department spokesman 
had last week blasted the govern- 
ment decision as 

"unilateral ... .illegal. ... creates 
obstacles , to constructive 
■ negotiations." 

Yesterday's Cabinet statement es- 
pecially mentioned -that the settle- 
ment decision was in fact to imple- 
ment an earlier declskm-ln-principle 
taken by the previous Labour-led 
government. The aim was apparent- 
ly to show that there is — at least 
regarding the particular settlements 
in question — a broad national con- 
sensus-embracing both Labour and 
Likud. AH three settlements — one 
south of Hebron, one near Latrun 
and one just across the green line 
near Pet ah Tlkva — are close to the 
pre-1967 harder.

Foreign Minister Mbehe Dayan 
will £[y to London this morning for a 
one-day visit, it was announced 
yesterday.

Begin felt, the source said, 
that just as American Jewish 
leaders had been briefed by Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler, Chains an of 
the Presidents' Conference of Major 
Jewish Organizations, who came to 
Israel last week to meet with Begin 
and Dayan, so -too British Jewry 
deserved a first-hand account of the 
situation. 

Since there is bo single roof body 
representing all Anglo- Jewish 
organisations on the model of the 
American* Presidents' Conference, 
the premier had thought it simpler to 
ask Dayan to go to London than to 
ask a whole group of British Jewish 
leaders to come here.

settlements were not Illegal because

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SOLTAU, West Germany. — * The 
mayor at the North German town 
where Nazi war criminal Herbert 
Kappler is. thought to be hiding said 
yesterday that many Soltau citizens 
admired the "courage" of Annelieae 
Kappler, who smuggled her sick hus- 
band out of a Kopje prisouhospital in 
a trunk last week. 

A . German newspaper meanwhile, 
reported that the escape was 
engineered by other former 
members of mass-killer Heinrich 
Himmler's SS. Kappler, 70, a former 
lieutenant colonel In the fanatical 
Nazi SS and Gestapo secret-police 
chief of Rome, was serving a life 
prison sentence for the World War U 
reprisal shootings of 335 Roman 
civilian hostages. 

Mayor Jochjen Rothardt. who 
recently broke away from the con- 
servative Christian Democrats to 
form his own Conservative Party, 
the Free Union, said the population 
in his town decried "the manhunt 
staged by numerous papers, televi- 
sion programmes and leftist groups’* 
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in the' past few days. 

Rothardt said be was unable to 
confirm Kapplfer's whereabouts. But 
German authorities meanwhile con- 
tinued to provide a police guard to 
shield the war criminal from alleged 
terrorist attacks and from reporters 
besieging WilheLmstrasse 6, the 
home and. office of his burly J3-y ear- 
old wife. 

(Sire married the former Gestapo 
chief in a prison ceremony five 
years ago.) 

Rothardt described Kappler as a 
“humanitarian problem.” To Ms 
way of thinking, there was no sense 
in continuing his' prison term. "He 
has atoned and -repented and he is 
critically ill,” Rothardt said. 

'“The flight was planned and 
prepared by former members of the 
S§. One of them, an Austrian, was an 
officer of the SS security service in 
Rome during the war." 

The newspaper said it is believed 
that Kappler and his wife travelled 
to Germany from Italy by way of 
Austria. 

Italian authorities after the escape 
wondered If Odessa, an organization 
of former SS men often accused oi 
helping top Nazis escape; from 
justice, lyul keen involved. 

The West German authorities are 
turning a cold shoulder to a demand 
for Kappler’ s return on the grounds 
that the Bonn constitution hors the 
extradition of Germans to foreign 
countries. 

Histradrut Secretary- General 
Yeruham Meshel yesterday told the 
Histadrut Central Committee that he 


has contacted the German trade- 
union movement and asked them' to 
protest their government's attitude 
-toward the Nazi war criminal. 
“Trade union leaders who spent time 
in concentration camps should un- 
derstand the feelings of Israeli 
workers about Kappler not only be- 
ing free - in Germany but also being 
protected by German police," 
Meshel said. 

Yesterday, Nazi sympathizers 
claimed responsibility for a bomb 
which exploded outside the Italian 
consulate late Saturday night, an 
Italian' embassy spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the explosion, 
which occurred shortly before mid- 
night,. had damaged the consulate's 
main door and broke a number of 
windows. Two broadsheets were 
found yesterday In the embassy’s 
mailbox with the following message 
written in German: "Solidarity with 
Kappler," signed "SS-France.” 

In Italy's southern province of 
Calabria, two p etrol stations b elong- 
lng to the West German Avia com- 
pany were blown up - yesterday. 

. There weqe no casualties. 

A few hours later an anonymous 
telephone caller told the Italian news 
agency Ansa in Naples that the at- 
tacks were carried out by the "New 
Partisan Movement” to protest at 
Kappler' s flight. 

In Vienna, Nazi slogans were 
painted on the entrance gate, the 
.ceremonial hall and some 40 grave 
atones of Vienna's downtown Jewish 
temple, police reported. Some of the 
slogans said “Gut with the Jews."

Burg unit to study findings 
on conflicts of interest

The Cabinet yesterday set up an ad 
hoc committee of ministers to study 
the Asher Committee's recommen- 
dations on the problem of financial 
conflicts of interest an the part of 
ministers and- deputy ministers. 

Interior Minister Yosef Borg will 
chair the committee of ministers ; Its 
other two members are Health 
Minister Ellezer Shast&k and 
Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich. 
The Cabinet also coopted Attorney- 
General Prof. Aharon Barak to the 
committee. 

Prof. Barak told the Cabinet that, 
from the formal point of view, the 
Cabinet Is free to accept all the 
Asher Committee's recommen- 
dations, or some of them, or none at 
all. (The recommendations have not 
been published.) However, he said, 
the Asher Committee did manage to 
strike a balance between the desire 
to have the Cabinet consist entirely 
of altruistic persons and the need to 
have ministers with worldly ex- 
perience. One cannot pick and 
choose from among its recommen- 
dations, as this balance would he 
destroyed." 


But, he went on, the Cabinet is free 
to adjust the point of the balance — 
not every democratic country adopts 
the same strictness on this question. 

Whatever the Cabinet decides, he 
warned, would be of far-reaching 
significance as it would bind not only 
future governments, but the entire 
public service. 

The committee of ministers has no 
time limit for Its deliberations, but 
according to Cabinet Secretary Arye 
Naor "it will move fast, in the new 
tradition of the Llkud-led 
g o ver n ment." 

Premier Men ahem Begin, the only 
other person who spoke on this item 
of the agenda apart from Prof. 
Barak, proposed the names of the 
three ministerial candidates. 

The Asher Committee reportedly 
urged that strict limitations be plac- 
ed on ministers and deputy 
ministers’ financial and commercial 
interests as well as on transfers to 
family members after politicians 
are appointed to high posts. 

The Knesset Law Committee in- 
tends to discuss the Issue of conflicts 
of Interest too, and Its chairman 
David Glass intends to convey the 
opinions of his body to the committee 
of ministers. 


Fahmy, Mis, reportedly 
confer on territories, PLO

Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy yesterday reportedly con- 
ferred with U.S. ambassador to 
Cairo Herman Eilts on Israel's re- 
cent policy moves in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

Fahmy and Eilts were also believ- 
ed to have touched on the Palestine 
Liberation Organization's response 
to calls for its acceptance of UN 
Security Council resolution 242. 
Fahmy had earlier met with the PLO 
representative in Cairo, Sa'eed 
Kamal. 

The PLO' s 55-man Central Com- 
mittee ft scheduled to meet in 
Damascus next Thursday to review 
those calls. So far there has been a 


flurry of conflicting reports on the 
PLO s stand. 

Some reports said that the PLO is 
urging Arab states to seek a new 
Security Council resolution 
acknowledging the "right of the 
Palestinian people” to set up an in- 
dependent state or "homeland" in 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip.' 
Such a resolution would make a 
reference to resolution ,242, which 
has been governing peace 
negotiations In the Middle East, the 
reports said. 

Other reports said that the PLO 
plans to Issue a statement "accep- 
ting 242 with reservations." pending 
the recognition of the right of the 
Palestinians to establish their own 
homeland "on their own soil." 


‘Time’ says hardliners joining PLO 
in mutual recognition bid with Israel

NEW YORK. —>A Palestinian group 
which until now has opposed peace 
with Israel at any price has recently 
decided to go along with the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
on the goal of attaining a limited 
Palestinian state amd mutual 
recognition with Israel, according to 
the forthcoming issue of "Time" 
magazine. 

‘Time" calls the agreement "a 
big if unheralded step toward 


peace,” and says that it came about 
through negotiations in Beirut in- 
spired by Soviet diplomats. 

The magazine states that with the

Shah slows down plans to become great power

The Iranian Government, In a 
major -back down from its ambitious 
economic expansion, has announced 
that It will sharply curtail its 
massive f 35 b. programme of In- 
dustrial development. 

The announcement, made by new- 
ly appointed Premier Jamshld 
Amouzegar in a speech to parlia- 
ment last week, represents a signifi- 
cant shift In priorities in Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi’s plans to 
make the oil-rieh country one of the 
most advanced In the world by the 
end of the century. 

The premier gave no reason for 
■ the move. But ft was apparently tied 
fd the inability of Iran's economy to 
absorb the annual ,'20-per-oent 

growth rate of recent years. 

A diplomatic source In Washington 
said he expects the rate to slow to . 
about seven per cent In thenext flve- 
. year plan (starting next year). He 
added that it was a case of Iran's 
• "biting oft more thao it could chew. " 
•" There was no- indication, however, 
that Iran plans to reduce significant- 
- iy-its massive $i0b. programme of 
arms procurement, largely from the 
. : Ud5i 

. The cutback announced by the 
prpjnier involves a basic shift by 
Iran .away from nationalized in- 
dustry to the encouragement of 
private industry — although there is 
acme question whether Iran s 
-private- businesses are strong 
enough economically to a ssume the 
burden in heavy r indu*try.

for a shift in Iran’s economic 
priorities. 

"The Shah never admits to being 
embarrassed.” a Washington source 
said, this was seen as an admission 
that the economy is in serious dif- 
ficulties. 

The most visible economic 
problem Is the shortage of electrical 
generating facilities. Iranian in- 
dustrial and urban areas had been 
blacked oat for between two and six 
hours dally since June, and industry 
is operating at 50 per cost capacity 
or “below. 

Reliance on foreign technology, 
and the need to Import large quan- 
tities of equipment and technicians 
to run' it, is another major Impedi- 
ment to Iranian plana. The govern- 
ment has also hoped that, private 
capital would move into manufac- 
turing to proride a market for its 
own basic industries and meet soar- 
ing domestic demands, which have 
fuelled inflation. that is now running 
at about 25 per cent a year. 

Diplomatic sources in Washington 
said the policy is also aimed at stem- 
ming the flight of capital from the 
country caused by this high rate of 
inflation. In addition, the govern- 
ment hopes by investing heavily in 
agriculture that the steady flow of 
people from the countryside to the 
. cities will be reversed. 

The economic moves came amid 
indications that the new government 
has embarked on liberalization in 
■ some other areas... 

The Shah announced last week the 
release of -prisoners convicted by 


military tribunals for activities 
"against the security of the state." 

This has generally been inter- 
preted to mean political prisoners, 
although la the past there have been 
indications that some of those releas- 
ed were common criminals. About 
300 to 400 such prisoners had been 
released earlier Ibis year. 

Equally significant^ the govern- 
ment. which does not officially admit 
to having political prisoners, allowed 

the media to report the release — ' 
thus publicizing for the first time in 
Iran that there are anti-stale con- 
victs. 

Special correspondent Bryan 
Brum ley reported from Teheran 
that stringent control over the press 
seems to have eased somewhat, with 
editors saying they are no longer 
aubjected to constant “advice" on 
what to print. 

Brumley also reported that there 
is less news and picture coverage of 
the royal family’s activities on the 
front pages of Teheran’s 
newspapers. Journalists have even 
been allowed to criticize past 
policies, although moderately. 

In his speech Amouzegar, who 
replaced Amir Abbas Hoveyda as 
premier earlier this month, said the 
government will stop expansion of 
the state's economic activities and 
"leave the people's work to the 
people." 

In the last three years the govern 
ment has allocated more than 5110 b 
toward economic development 
mainly for heavy industry 
Amouzegar's announcement ap 


parently means that most of this ex- 
penditure will be shifted to such 
fields as agriculture, transportation, 

power, health, education -and a new 
area — low-cost housing. 

It. was understood the government 
plans to leave to private industry the 
development of steel mills, copper 
mining and the petrochemical in- 
dustry wherever possible, although 
nationalized projects under con- 
struction will be continued. 

For example, the government has 
announced that it will sell to private 
business the National Petrochemical 
Corp. of Iran, whose assets are es- 
timated to exceed 55b. The govern- 
ment also plans to encourage private 
Investment in road-building and 
agriculture development. 

There have been hints for several 
months that Iran was planning to 
slow its growth rate. But 
Am ouzegar's speech to parliament 
was the first explicit statement of 
such plans. 

When the Shah installed 
Amouzegar as premier on August 7, 
the emperor said, “we must revert 
to a growth rate that is absorbable.” 



Gunmen kill 11 
at Lebanese 
church mass 


BEIRUT (UP I). — Christian 
rightists and Moslem leftist 
followers of the late Kamal 
Jumblatt battled in a central hill 
town near Jumblatt's birthplace 
late yesterday alter a 
“coldblooded massacre** of 11 
Christians outside a requiem 
mass, rightist officials said. 

The reports said Lebanon's 
Syrian -dominated Arab peacekeep- 
ing force had moved Into positions 
around the town of Brieh in a bid to 
keep the clashes from expanding 
Into open sectional war that raged 
tor 19 months before the peacekeep- 
ing force entered the country late 
last year. 

“The peacekeeping forces are still 
surrounding Brieh and clashes are 
still going, on," the right-wing 
Phala ngist radio reported la st night. 
Later, a police spokesman said that 
at least 17 people were killed and 
many more were wounded in the 
sudden flareup of fighting. He said 
i most of the casualties occurred when 
the Arab League peace force In- 
tervened to stop the fighting, and had 
to rocket the v illag e of Brieh. 

There was no immediate explana- 
tion of what had triggered the 
massacre outside a Brieh church 
yesterday afternoon. The violence 
come almost five months to the day 
after Jumblatt was assassinated, 
sparking a killing spree by his Druse 
followers in which 250 Christians 
were reported killed near Jumblatt's 
birthplace.' the town of Mbukhtaro. 
some 10 km. from Brieh. 

At least 21 other persons were in- 
jured In what rightist radio reports 
called "a cold-blooded massacre,” 
the officials said. 

They charged the attack came 
only hours after leftist snipers open- 
ed fire on Christians in another 
village some 10 km. south of Brieh. 

A Phalangist radio official In con- 
tact with Brieh said witnesses iden- 
tified six of the Brieh gunmen as 
"local Druse villagers." He said It 
was not yet clear how many gunmen 
had been involved. 

The mass was tor a Christian 
physician reported to have been kill- 
ed in a misunderstanding with Arab 
peacekeeping troops at a checkpoint 
south of Beirut on the road to Sidon. 

There was no Immediate explana- 
tion from rightist officials as to what 
might have prompted the massacre. 
Rightist radio reports said top 
leaders of the Phalangist and 
National Liberal parties — allied 
during the war — were meeting In a 
bid to contain the incident and keep 
it from sparking widespread 
violence. 

The officials said the electricity 
was suddenly cut during the after- 
noon requiem service. When a group 
of mostly women and older people 
came outside the small church to In- 
vestigate, the leftist gunmen ''opened 
fire from all sides,” the rightist of- 
ficials said. 

Christian rightist militiamen and 
leftists backed by Palestinian 
terrorists regularly carried out sec- 
tional massacres in the civil war 
before the Arab peacekeeping force 
imposed a fragile truce last year. 

Phalangist radio referred to the 
gunmen - as "saboteurs and 
socialists," a reference to 


Jumblatt's Progressive Socialist 
Party, chief Lebanese ally of the 
Palestinians during the civil war. 

Meanwhile, South Lebanon's top 
Moslem religious leader yesterday 
said the embattled frontier region 
near Israel was the most likely 
flashpoint for an Israeli-triggered 
fifth Middle East war. 

But Imam Mo us a Sadr, leader of 

the Shiite Moslem group that com- 
prises the great majority of the 
south's population, said the area was 
also the most likely catalyst for a 
“confrontation” between U.S. and 
Israeli policy. 

“A fifth war la very unlikely to 
start on any of the other Arab-Israeli 
fronts,” Sadr said in an interview in 
the English-language Weekly Mon- 
day Morning released to foreign 
news agencies yesterday. 

But he said Israel’s contention its 
artillery backing of Christian 
rightist forces fighting Palestinians 
in the south is to protect them from a 
“sea of Moslems” might be used asa 
pretext to start a Middle East war in 
south Lebanon. 

“Israel cannot start a war on any 
Arab front except on the Lebanese 
border, if it manages to make the 
world swallow its protection-of- 
Chris ti and 0 m claim," Sadr said. 

He also argued South Lebanon was 
the mast likely point for a clash 
between American and Israeli 
policy, saying that although Israel 
has "many people to defend it in the 
American Congress ... its activities 
in South Lebanon are not being 
defended by anybody.” 

’ "In other words," Sadr said, 
‘‘while South Lebanon is the spot 
where a Middle Eastern war is moat 
likely to start, it Is also the spat 
where an Israeli-Amerlcan i policy) 
confrontation is most likely to 
develop.” 

Relative quiet 
in south Lebanon

Relative quiet was observed 
yesterday In the enclaves of the 
Lebanese forces north of Metulla. 
Some fire exchanges took place in 
the early morning and during the 
evening, especially in the area of 
Marjayoun. 

Lebanese arriving at the Good 
Fence yesterday said that the 
enclave was shelled by heavy guns 
on Saturday night and two soldiers 
were wounded. They also said that 
electricity, supplied for a few hours 
dally from Nabatiya, la cut off by 
terrorists during Israeli news broad- 
casts. 

Meanwhile, acting Mayor of Klryat 
Shmona Shmuel Ohana sent a 
telegram to yesterday's cabinet ces- 
sion. The message, addressed to 
Prime Minister Begin, said that the 
Klryat Shmona municipality la close- 
ly watching developments in south 
Lebanon and called upon the Israel 
government not to surrender to any 
outside pressures on this matter. The 
terrorists must be forced to leave the 
area. It said, adding the government 
must emphasize that “the problem 
concerns not only our brothers in 
south Lebanon but also our own 
settlements.”

Beit Jalla mayor 
arrested for 
attack on police 


BEIT JALLA (ItixnL — The mayor 
of Beit Jalla and three councillors 
were arrested yesterday for at- 
tacking police during a routine 
search in the town. They were held 
for questioning, charged and later 
released. 

The incident occurred when a 
squad of Israeli and local policemen, 
on a routine patrol of the town just 
south of Jerusalem, ordered a youth 
out of a coffee-house to he searched 
for hashish. The youth's father, a 
former member of the Jordanian 
Parliament, lost his temper and 
pushed one of the policemen. ’ 

This sparked off a vicious attack 
on the policemen as local people 
crowded round and began striding 

them. Four policemen were hurt and 
required medical treatment. 

'Among the assailants arrested 
were Mayor Daoud Meshara and the 
three councillors. The mayor later 
apologized to the town's mil i ta ry 
governor for the incident. 


Arafat. They blame him for plunging 
the Palestinians in bloody strifes in 
Arab countries and for failure to 
safeguard the Palestinians' political 
interests. 

The head of the group is a lawyer 
who recently conferred with the 
commander of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Army units stationed in Jordan, 
Cbl.

Herzog rejects charges 
over West Bank 

NEW YORK fJTA). — Israel's UN 
Ambassador Chaim Herzog, yester- 
day strongly rejected the charge that 
the establishment of Jewish 
settlements on the West Bank are an 
"obstacle” to peace. 

In a speech scheduled to be 
delivered last night at the 63rd an- 
nual national convention of 
H&dassah Herzog declared that the 
"obstacle to peace is the Arab 
refusal to recognize the Jewish 
people's right to sovereignty in Its 
ancient homeland. The obstacle to 
peace is an implacable Arab refusal 
to recognize Israel, to negotiate with 
Israel, to make peace with Israel.”

Crime panel will only 
whitewash — Nahmias

Shmuel ("Sami"; Nahmias, 
former police Intelligence chief, 
charged yesterday that the Bodmer 
Committee was spt up merely to 
assuage public opinion and would 
only “do a whitewash job.” 

In an article in ' "Yediot Aharonot, " 
Nahmias noted that he had not been 
invited to appear before the com- 
mittee. The panel was appointed on 
August 4 by Police Inspector General 
Haim Tayori, who requested it to 
complete its work within two weeks. 

Nahmias resigned his post in early 
June, after Tavori rejected his plan 
to establish an Independent unit to 
fight serious crime. 

He says in his article that the data 
the Bodmer Committee is now ' 1 
gathering on organized crime actual- 
ly were collected by the intelligence 
branch in National Police Head- 
quarters over the past year. A sum- 
mary of the data was presented to 
one police high command, together 
with the recommendation of the es- 
tablishment of a special unit. 

The appointment of the Bochner 
Committee constituted turning back 

the clock, Nahmias said. Valuable 
weeks would be wasted in debating 
the nature of organized crime, in- 
stead of getting down to action. 

Asked to comment on the Nahmias 
article, the spokesman at National 
Police Headquarters said last night 
that a reaction would be forthcom- 
ing. He added, however, that the 
“mapping" of serious crime that the 
Bochner Committee had been asked 
to do was something that was done 


periodically, since the crime situa- 
tion was sot static. 

The spokesman dismissed as 
“nonsense" the report in yesterday’s 
“Yediot Aharonot" that the Bochner 
Committee would "apparently'* 
recommend the establishment of a 
national unit to fight organized 
crime, along the lines proposed by 
Nahmias. 

Under the committee's terms of 
reference, the spokesman said, it 
was to report on the nature and ex- 
tent of serious crime. It had not been 
requested to recommend any course 
of action. In any case, the committee 
was s till in the midst of its work and 
had not yet crystallized its con- 
clusions. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg said 
last week that if, after reading the 
Bochner Committee report, he con- 
cluded that there was need for a com- 
mittee of inquiry, he would oppose 
the appointment of a parliamentary 
committee, where the matter would 
likely become a political football. 
Instead, he would urge the establish- 
ment of a judicial committee of in- 
quiry. 

Dr. Burg also rejected criticism 
expressed by the Chairman of the 
Bar Association, Yitzhak Tunlk, 
against Rav-N/tzav Tavori, tor his 
remarks before the Knesset Interior 
Committee last Tuesday. 

Tunlk had apparently based his 
condemnation of Tavori on incorrect 
newspaper reports. Burg said. He 
himself had read the stenographic 
record of Tavori 's remarks and had 
not found that he had b'amed the 
courts for the growth of serious 
crime. 


Ministry official charged 
with taking bribes from olim 


TEL AVIV (Itim) . — An Absorption 
Ministry official was charged in the 
District Cburt here yesterday with 
taking bribes from new Immigrants 
to enable them to obtain loans to 
which they were entitled anyway. 

Kurt Zimmerman, an assistant to 
the director general of the ministry's 
general department, was also charg- 
ed with running a private law prac- 
tice while working for the ministry, 
an act which allegedly constituted a 
clash of interests. 


The prosecution claimed that 
Zimmerman, who served on the 
i committee charged with approving 
loan requests submitted by new im- 
migrants. received clients in his 
private law office and in exchange 
for a fee of between IL300 and IL700 
provided them with documents 
which enabled them to receive their 
loans from the Absorption Ministry. 
The sum Involved allegedly totals 
some IL4 .500. collected from new im- 
migrants since 1973. 

No date has been set for the trial.

had personally seen fellow Shatta in- 
mate Yosef Y arom stab to death Niz- 
mi Shawani on 6 August 1975. He 
later retracted this statement, say- 
ing he had not seen the murder and 
did not remember what he had said 
in his statement. 

SUPERMARKET FRAUD. — A 
bread delivery-man was remanded 
for five days by order ot the Tel Aviv 
Magistrate's Court yesterday on 
suspicion of defrauding a Nahalat 
Yitzhak supermarket with the 
cooperation of the supermarket 
storeman. Yosef Zalouf is alleged to 
have paid the storeman ILS 00 a week 
not to count the number of loaves he 
delivered — which was allegedly 
some 20 per cent short of the number 
ordered.

The women, Matilda Levin and 
Leah Mossaioff, had gone to the Lido 
beach at the head of the Sea to bathe, 
but wandered off beyond the per- 
mitted area into the neighbouring 
swamp. Their cries as the quicksand 
began sucking them down attracted 
passers-by. who rushed to their aid 
and called police. After considerable 
effort In the blazing heat, the women 
were rescued and treated for ex- 
haustion. 

Judea police commander Yehuda 
Shastiel yesterday repeated a war- 
ning to bathers not to enter no- 
bathing areas at the northern end of 
the Dead Sea. He noted that a bather 
from Bnei Brak was drowned in the 
quicksand there not long ago, and 
that his body was extricated only 
after great effort. 


Royal announces cut

Gaza health services grew 4,268% since ’67

GAZA. — A report issued recently by 
the Gaza military government shows 
that health services to local 
residents have been constantly In- 
creasing over the past 10 years. The 
budget has grown from a little. over 
ILCm. in 1967/68 to over IL81m. this 
year — an Increase of 4,288 per cent. 

An additional ILS.Sm. In the 
current budget is designated for 
development projects. There was no 
funding in this area 10 years ago. 
There is an increase of over 50 doc- 
tors employed here today, as well as 
almost 600 additional medical and 
supportive personnel. 

At Gaza’s Shifa Hospital, a new 
maternity ward with 70 beds, a 
nephrology clinic (including four ar- 


tificial kidneys) and an ear, nose and 
throat clinic have been added since 
1967. At the Nasr Children's 
Hospital, 135 new beds have been 
added in various departments. X-ray 
facilities have been inaugurated at 
Shifa, Nasr, El-Arjsh and EL-Breij 
Hospitals. 

A school for practical nurses was 
opened at Shifa Hospital, which has 
thus far graduated over 250 male and 
female nuraes. In addition, over 100 
medical technicians were trained at 
other Gaza Strip hospitals. 

Mother-and-child clinics have 
been opened in 14 different locations 
from Jab alia in the northern Gaza 
Strip to the Mas ura BeduJn encamp- 
ment in the Strip's southern ex- 
tremes. Eight new. general medical 


clinics have been opened in the last 
10 years. 

The report describes the guiding 
principles of the Gaza health 
programme as follows: development 
of existing health institutions in 
order to improve medical .service, 
strengthening of medical education 
by counselling, and courses for staff 
with emphasis on cooperation with 
Israeli institutions. 

There are presently seven 
hospitals in the Gaza Strip and 
Northern Sinai, five of them govern- 
ment operated. Gazans began pay- 
ing for medical services about 16 
months ago. This does not apply to 
welfare cases, those suffering from 
chronic diseases, children up to six 
years old and birth-related services. 


Price hike compensation set 
for January wage agreements

TEL AVIV. — Compensation for the 
price rises resulting from the 
economic measures taken by the 
government last month will be in-' 
eluded in the new wage agreements 
to be signed In January, Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeruham Meshel 
told the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee here yesterday. 

Meshel reminded the Committee 
that only a third of the price in- 
creases will he reflected in the Cbst- 
of -Living payment due in October. 
The other two-thirds would not be 
compensated for until the April, 1978 
Cost-Of-Living payment, but Meshel 
said the Histadrut will not wait that 
long. 

instead, be said, negotiations on 


the new wage agreements will begin 
earlier than scheduled In the hope 
that the new wage scales in Industry 
will be agreed upon and put into 
effect by January, with the special 
compensation included in the new 
wages. 

Though these agreements will 
cover industrial workers only. 
Meshel said that Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich had promised him 
that the compensation given to 
production workers would also be 
given to public service workers. _ 

During this discussion, the Central 
Cbmmittee expressed itsrapproval of 
a statement issued last week by 
Trade Union Department Chairman 
Uriel Abramowicz endorsing the 
agreement on a five-day .work week 
at Israel Aviation Industries starting 
next month. 


Blood pressure 
project in Haifa 

HAIFA (Itim). — A blood-pressure 
testing project that will last two 
months was opened here yesterday. 
The project, the first of its kind in the 
country, was organized by the local 
branch of Magen David Adorn. 

Two ambulances with two crews of 
doctors are stationed daily for 12 . 
hours in two different locations 
where members of the public can 
have their blood pressures taken. 
Those found to have high blood 
pressure are sent for medical ex- 
aminations. 

The purpose of the project is to 
step up the public's awareness of the 
dangers Of high blood pressure when 
left untreated, the d Irector of Magen 
David Adom's Haifa branch, Haim 
Gershon, said yesterday. 


Israeli newsmen protest

Goren. ■ ■ 

According to the proposal. The 
J eruaalem Post has learned, persons 
abroad who wish to convert . would, 
after a period of preparation by their 
Conservative or Reform rabbi, come 
to Israel for several more, months 
and be converted here. 

Since Israel is a focus of interest 
among American Jewry, and young 
people routinely spend months here 
to study, the conversion programme 
should be acceptable to the com- 
m unity, said Weinberg. ■ 

Goren has not yet commented, on 
his adviser ’s proposal. 

The possibility of establishing a 
new American rabbinical tribunal on 
conversions representing all three 
Jewish trends will undoubtedly be 
discussed at Begin'* fi*my meeting 
with eight Conservative and Reform 
rabbis this morning. It will be a con- 
tinuation of the two-hour session he 
held with them last week and 
another meeting with some of them 
in New York last month. Religious 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira and Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg will also attend. 

Goren told the' Conservative and 
Reform rabbis that he would not 
comment on the tribunal scheme, 
because it is' up 'to American 
Orthodox scholars like Rabbi Joseph 
Dov Solovefchlk. 

The tribunal proposal is an old 
/Idea that was torpedoed 23 years 
ago by ultra -Orthodox rabbis, accor- 


ding- to Rabbi Wolfe Keiman, vice- 
president of the- (Conservative) Rab- 
binical Assembly. 

, Keiman told The Jerusalem Post 
that the modem Orthodox move- 
ment once agreed to participate in a 
three-man court that would lay down 
standards for Jewish divorces. 'Die 
body was very .similar to that 
proposed recently by Abuhatzeira as 
a solution to problems that face the 
non-Orthodox movements if the Law

“Discussions among leading rab- 
bis In the three movements began in 
. 1953 and. continued for a year. We 
had even drawn up documents. But 
then.-U ultra-Orthodox yes hi v a 
heads, issued a denunciation of the 
- plan and the modern Orthodox rab- 
bis dropped it,” he recalled. 

. The three movements cooperated 
tor over 25 years, starting during 
World War U, when U.S. ' military 
chaplains of the three movements 
' 'sat on a board that ruled on practical 


HalacMc questions. As far back as 

1917, the three movements produced 


a joint prayer book. 

Keiman stated, that he favours 
such a tribunal as long as any 
Conservative or Reform rabbi who 
observes Halacha and has been rul- 
ed competent is allowed to serve. 
Hie court, he said, would approve 
conversions performed by rabbis 
who met its standards. The conver- 
sions would be internationally 
recognized. 

. The Conservative rabbi lamented 
that the mutual respect that existed 
among the three movements has 
decreased over the last few decades, 
partly because the "modern 
Orthodox have been scared off by the 
more extreme .religious elements 
' who immigrated to the U.S. after 
World War n from Hungary and 
.Lithuania." 


‘Stretching’ short children in Haifa 


HAIFA (Itim). — Children will be 
treated with a new medicine design- 
ed to increase their height in a uni- 
que experimental project currently 
being carried out at Ram bam 
Hospital here. 

The medicine has already been 
tested on rats, with outstanding 
results, and on the basis of these 
earlier experiments, It has been 
decided to minister the growth- 
inducing medicine to selected below- 
aver age-height children. Their 
parents' permission will be required. 

The bead of the hospital's 
pediatrics department. Dr. 
Avraham Benderly , who has receiv- 
ed a research grant from the Telciher 
family, stressed that the experiment 
— which has never before been per- 
formed on humans — is atm in its in- 
itial stages, and will only be able to 
be evaluated in about a year’s time. 
He said the medicine will stimulate 
the growth hormone in the children 
treated, and that they would be un- 
der constant observation for the 


duration of the experiment. 

Medical circles view the experi- 
ment as breaking completely new 
ground In .the treatment of short 
children, employing techniques until 
now not used elsewhere in the world.

Jerusalem’s school population tapers off 


Jerusalem But Reporter 

The rapid growth of Jerusalem’s 
school population since the dlty’a 
reunification will taper off 
somewhat in the school year opening 
next month. 

Th ere will be 1,000 mare pupils 
In the coming year, bringing the total 
to 81,270. Last year the growth was 
2 , 000 . 

At a press conference yesterday, 
municipal officials said the pace of 
school building in recent years has 
caught up with the increase in 
students. Mayor Teddy Eollek said 
all temporary buildings used as 
classrooms will be phased out In the 
next two or three years. Six new 
-schools, eight new wings and 20 new 
kindergartens will open this year. 

KoDek said integration between 
privileged and under-privileged 
pupils will continue to be expand- 


ed in the schools and In extra- 
curricular activity. Even = though 
physical integration did not 
translate into social integration, he 
said, it dld-lead to greater scholastic 
achievement among the under- 
privileged youth, hi addition, he 
said, absence of integration would 
not be tolerated by parents in under- 
privileged neighbourhoods. 

Deputy Mayor Yosef Gadish said a 
five-year plan for East Jerusalem's 
educational system is now being 
drawn up. There will be 14,800 Arab 
pupils In state schools in East 
Jerusalem in the coming year, 300 
more than last year, hi addition, 
some 8,000-10,000 East ' Jerusalem 
youngsters study in church or 
private schools. • ■ 

Kollek said that stress would be 
placed on landscaping around 
schools in the coming year. The 


municipality would carry out the 
plantings, but the schools — in- 
cluding pupils and parents — would 
be. responsible for maintenance. In 
addition, first graders would be 
taken on walks around their 
neighbourhoods by teachers and 
sanitation officials, who would 
attempt to Inculcate in them an 
awareness of the environment and 
the importance of keeping the 
neighbourhood clean. , 

'Meanwhile, the parents associa- 
tion In the religious Noam School an- 
nounced yesterday that the 750 
children in the school would not at- 
tend classes until suitable space 1 b 
found tor thel 2 classes of boys which 
are separate from the girls' classes. 
The association accused' the Educa- 
tion Ministry of trying to oblige 
Noam to integrate with the Spitzer 
School.

Survey finds Israel Arabs fall short of aspirations

HAIFA. — Israeli Arabs are open to 
change, but a wide gap still exists 
between their values and ambitions 
on the one hand, and their actual life 
Btyle on the other, — according to a 
survey — the first of its kind — con- 
ducted recently by Haifa University. 


This was another of the results of 
the survey, released last week, 
which showed a disturbing 
divergence of views between Jews 
and Arabs in Israel on political 
aspirations. 

Hie survey showed that 68 per 
■cent of those asked, support family 
planning, while In fact only 38 per 
cent claim their children had been 
planned. A comparison group among 
Jews showed 85 per cent in favour of 
family planning, with 60 per cent 
claiming their families had in tact 
been planned. 


Another example of the gap 
between aspirations and actual prac- 
tices was the response of young 
couples to a question on living with 
parents — while 60 per cent of the 
Arabs said they wished to. live 
separately, only 27 per cent said they 
hod their own homes. Among the 
Jewish "group, 93 per cent preferred 
living apart from p arents, and 68 per 
cent did achieve this. * 


Questioned' on their choice in 
educational goals, six per cent of the 
Arabs said they frit the aim should 
be to educate Arabs to live as a loyal 
'minority in a Jewish state; 53 per. 
cent, said the aim should be to 
educate for love of a common- 
homeland for all its citizens, Jews 
and Arabs; and 41 per cent felt Arab 
education should teach Arabs to be 
good Palestinians. 

Among various minority groups, 
the distribution varied:. 49 per cent- 


among the Moslems and Christian 
Arabs wer»5 for the Palestinian , 
educational aim, while among the 
Druse and Beduln only 20 per cent 
favoured this choice. 

Among the comparison group of 
Jews the choices were: 37 per cent 
for the Ipyal minority In a Jewish 
state; 63 per cent for a common 
homeland approach; and none far 
the Palestinian aim. 

In general, there were great 
variations among groups of the sur- 
veyed populations, depending on 
religion, age, educational level, 
place of residence and so on, accor- 
ding to the survey. But the one area 
In which a dichotomy of opinion was 
■most apparent between the Arabs 
and Jews was on the question of a 
Palestinian stale. Here; 75 per cent 
of the Arabs fully favoured a Palesti- 
nian state beside Israel, while only 
seven per cent of the Jews favoured ' 
this. On the other hand, 92 per cent of 


the Jewish group favoured the ex- 
isting borders with slight changes, 
while only 23 per cent of the Arabs 
were for this; 59 per cent of the 
Arabs, opposed to none of the Jews, 
favoured the 1947 partition plan 
borders. 

The survey, financed by the Ford 
Foundation, questioned 722 Arabs 
aged 16 and above, throughout the 
country. These included men and 
.women, young and old, Moslems, 
Druse and Beduln, city dwellers and 
farmers, from various regions. The 
Jewish sample was of 148 persona, 
from two locations. The full findings 
of the survey will be published in the 
course of the year, but on the basis of 
the initial findings, say the sur- 
veyors, it seems the differences 
between the two groups pose difficult 
obstacles to peaceful co-existence. 
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Change, led by Yigael Yadin, who 
met Dulzin and his fellow Liberal 
Party leader. Finance Minister 
Sim ha Ehrlich, over the weekend. 
Dulzin said the World Union will 
offer the DMC a place on the Agency 
executive. 

Hie DMC will have 28 congress 
delegates, seven short for factional 
representation on the executive. 
However, the World Union will make 
■up the differences out of Its surplus, 
it was promised. Yadin did not com- 
mit himself, saying only that he 
would convey the offer to his move- 
ment. 

The Liberals are anxious to coax 
the DMC into entering the coalition 
in order to gain like-minded allies in 
policy-making, and also to balance 
their Herut partners. 

Ehrlich and Dulzin apparently 
tried to sound out Yadin on bis par- 
ty’s Intentions during their weekend 
meeting, it was learned. 


The Liberals are worried by 
reports of talks between Herut and 
La 'am over a possible alignment, 
which would make it the dominant 
faction in the Likud, and thus wipe 
out the supposed parity between the 
Liberals and Herut which stemmed 
from their Gahal partnership days. 
There have been complaints from 
the very start among Liberals at the 
number of Cabinet posts handed out 
to La'am (Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism; and Health, plus a deputy 
minister). The Liberals claim that 
La’am's numbers do not warrant 
such Cabinet representation.

Israel awards mysterious medal 


to Canadian electronics expert 


TORONTO fJTA). — A 63-year-old 
Inventor and mechanic. Sidney 
Harwich of Toronto, has been given 
a medal by the State of Israel, 
though neither he nor Israeli 
representatives will divulge for what 
reason 

The self-taught electronics ex- 
pert, who still does repairs at home, 
believes that a device that he In- 
vented scrambled Idi Amin's radar 
and allowed Israeli aircraft to land 
undetected during the Entebbe 
rescue mission — which may explain 
the reason for the medal. 

Harwich, a widower, father of two 
and grandfather of four, described 
his device not aa an invention but 
simply “a different use for one of the 


oldest basic principles of electronics 
— and It stops bombs from going 
off." 

It started out in i960 as a device, 
apparently electro-magnetic, to help 
banks prevent thefts from their night 
deposit boxes. 

The following year Hurwich 
presented his device to Israel 
because he had found It could save 
lives by stopping the timing 
mechanism on bombs, and had other 
military uses. Recently, Hurwich 
confirmed his device had been used 
at Entebbe. 

Hurwich, who has had open heart 
surgery, has not been to Israel 
because his health does not permit 
lengthy travel. 
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16 blacks massacred 
on Rhodesian farm 


ODZAN1 RIVER JUNCTION. 
Rhodesia. (UPI). — At least 16 black 
men, women and children having a 
beer -drinking; session on a white- 
owned farm were shot and burned to 
death by black terrorists on Saturday 
In what a security official yesterday 
called an attempt to frighten black 
workers off white estates. 

Police detective Peter Kok told 
correspondents brought by Rhode- 
sian military transport to this 
eastern Rhodesia farm near Mozara- 
bique that IS others were wounded 
and that some may die. 

In the shade of a tree, surrounded 
by pots, pans and half-eaten food, lay 
the bodies of the massacre victims. 
Some, like one pregnant woman, 
were riddled with bullet holes; 
others, including children, were 
almost completely charred. 

Three kilometres away, In the 
harsh bush beyond this farm, troops 
discovered 12 hours after the attack 
an eight-year-old girl who had dragg- 
ed herself away with a bullet wound 
In the leg. She was hospitalized. 

'Kok said two separate gangs of 
terrorists mounted the attach, with 
ace hurling grenades and firing at 
the bouse of estate owner Maraus 
Sleigh while the other reided the 
labourers' compound about one km 
away. 

On reaching the compound, the 
terrorist group, numbering between 
"10 and 20 men," split up and swept 


through the area, said Kok quoting 
survivors - 

The terrorists dragged families out 
of brick huts and set fire to the thatch 
roofs, Kok said, pointing to charred 
bodies. One man, who was burned 
beyond recognition, was said by Kok 
to have been shot before burning 
thatch fell on him. "Fortunately a lot 
of th e workers escaped into the cot- 
ton fields and th e bush.* 1 But those 
. who failed to get away “were herded 
together and shot at point blank 
range." Kok said. 

He said the apparent motive was to 
frighten black workers off white es- 
tates. Blacks on other farms in the 
area had been intimidated into flee- 
ing, creating a labour shortage, but 
relations between the Odzanl farm’s 
workers and Sleigh were "excep- 
tionally good." 

Sleigh Bald his workers, some of 
whom had been with him 18 yean, 
numbered 35 plus wives and 
children. He had been In the process 
of erecting a security fence around 
the workers’ compound at the farm, 
located 37 km north of the city of Urn- 
tali. 

It was the first attack of its kind 
since terrorists last December mow- 
ed down 27 black workers in front of 
their wives and children at a British- 
owned tea estate In eastern 
Rhodesia. Survivors said the 
workers had been warned to quit the 
estate. 


Moderate blacks trying 
for unity in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY (AP). — A major move 
to bring moderate black leaders into 
a new unified political movement in 
Rhodesia is underway. 

Negotiations centre on the Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sithole, a Methodist and 
one-time leader of the Zlmbabwe- 
African National Union (Zanu) 
guerrilla organization: tribal 
leaders; and dissidents from Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa's United African 
National Council lUanc). 


The dissidents include Muzorewa's 
vice-president Elliott Gebellah, who 
announced yesterday he has quit the 
Uanc. 

The moves come at a time when 
white Prime Minister Ian Smith is 
planning that after the August 31 
general election he will negotiate an 
internal settlement with blacks out- 
side the ranks of the Patriotic Front 
guerrilla movement, if the current 
Anglo-American settlement in- 
itiatives fail. 

Smith is maintaining during his 
election campaign that he sees little 
chance of the Anglo-American plan 
succeeding. He says he will not 
bargain with Communist-backed 
guerrillas, and has said he intends to 
form a broad-based multi-racial 
government to guide the war-torn 


country to majority rule. 

Gabellah, the fifth member of the 
Uanc to resign in the past month, 
said the organization has failed to 
unite Rhodesia's 6.2 million blacks. 

Reliable sources said Gabellah 
and the other defectors plan to join 
within the week the separate ANC 
which Sithole set up after his July 10 
return to Rhodesia following two 
years in exile. 

Sithole, in an interview with "The 
Sunday Mail," confirmed that the 
unity moves involve, among others, 
Gabellah and Chief Jeremiah 
Cfiirau. Rhodesia’s top tribal leader, 
who Is described by militant 
nationalists as a government stooge. 

Sithole, accused recently by Zam- 
bia’s President Kenneth Kaunda of 
meeting with members of the South 
African Bureau of State Security, 
said invitations to ' planned unity 
meetings will also be sent to the 
Rhodesian Government. 

Sithole is quoted as saying that 
there are encouraging results for in- 
itial soundings of black ; politicians 
and "others." 

"The Dally Mail” reported that 
the proposed unified body could also 
attract business and professional 
men as well as other blacks outside 
the guerrilla movements. 


Usilta takes Angolan town 


RUNDU. South West Africa (UPI). 
— Guerrillas opposed to the Marxist 
MPLA government of Agostinho 
Neto in Angola, on Saturday attacked 
and captured the southern Angola 
town of Calai, a witness said. ^ 
Japie Jacobs, secretary to the 
chief minister of Kavango in South 
West Africa (Namibia! across the 
border, said the guerrillas had 
fought a "hard battle" for the town. 
He said the attackers, reported from 
other sources to be from the pro- 
western National Union for the Tbtal 
Liberation of Angola 1 Unita). had 
used machineguns, mortars and can- 
nons in their attack, which lasted six 


hours. 

But another witness said: "We 
really don’t know where the govern- 
ment MPLA (Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola] forces 
were this morning, but we could see 
Unita virtually walking through 
Calai without meeting the least 
resistance.” 

Officials in Kavango. the tribal 
homeland on the south side of the 
Kavango river that contains Rundu. 
said no refugees crossed the river 
from Angola after the fighting. 

Calai is the third large Angolan 
town captured lately by Unita 
guerrillas. 


S. Africa dismisses N-bomb -reports 


PRETORIA I UPI). — South African 
Foreign Minister Roelof Botha 
yesterday dismissed reports that 
South Africa was on the verge of 
testing a nuclear bomb as "wholly 
and totally unfounded." 


Botha said "it has been alleged for 


years now that South Africa is 
designing and developing terrible 
weapons from deadly poisonous gas- 
es to nuclear weapons." He said the 
U.S. Ambassador to South Africa 
was informed the rumours were not 
true. Botha suggested the rumours 
had been spread by the Soviet Union.

Mafia-hunter assassinated 
in Sicilian resort town 


PALERMO. Sicily. — A leading 
Mafia investigator was shot to death 
at a nearby mountain resort on 
Saturday in what police described as 
vengeance of the Sicilian underworld 
against a man who bad sent hun- 
dreds of Mafia suspects to jail- A 
friend in his company was also kill- 
ed. 

Police said Col. Giuseppe Russo, 
who headed the investigating squad 
of the national police corps in Paler- 
mo until six months ago. was killed 
together with a friend, a teacher, as 
they walked in a village in the moun- 
tains of Corleone. inland from Paler- 
mo. Police said two men shot at them 
and then fled in a car. . 

The car was found later aban- 
doned and burned. Police im- 
mediately launched a manhunt on 
orders to check all Mafia suspects. 

Russo, 49, had headed the Palermo 
investigative squad since 1969. He 
conducted investigations Into the 
1971 murder of Palermo’s chief at- 
torney Pietro Scaglione and into the 
disappearance of Mauro de Mauro. a 


newsman who had specialized in 
Mafia inquiries. Russo had had a 
leading role in writing a report that 
sent 114 Mafia suspects to jail as 
members of the newest Mafia 
generation. 

He had asked to retire, planning to 
take up a new job with an industrial 
company. 

The Saturday shootings bore all 
the hallmarks of professionals. 
Police say an eyewitness, whom they 
refused to name, told them he had 
seen a car with four men circling the 
square in which Russo and Costa 
were strolling near their holiday 
villas. 

Tail, mustachioed Russo bunched 
his should ers against the breeze for a 
moment to light a cigarette — and a 
man got out of the car. He stepped up 
behind Russo and sent one bullet 
crashing into his skull. 

Two other men opened up with 
sub- machineguns. riddling Russo 
and Cbsta as bystanders scattered. 
Then they drove off calmly.

Cambodian gdVt said 
reshuffled after uprising 


BANGKOK lAP). — One of 
Thailand's top military leaders said 
on Friday a major shake-up has 
taken place among the leadership of 
neighbouring Cambodia and that the 
gov eminent crashed an attempted 
uprising earlier this year. 

Genera] Kriangsak Ch am an and, 
deputy supreme commander of the 
Thai armed torcea, said President 
Khicu Samphan was now "a puppet” 
in the government and Prime Minister 
.Pal Pot has become chairman of the 
Cambodian Communist Party. 


Kriangsak said the Cambodian 
government last February un- 
covered a budding uprising move- 
ment in several outljdng provinces.' 
The leaders and their families were 
arrested and executed, he said, and 
the administration was reorganized 
in the provinces. 

He gave no source for his Informa- 
tion, but the Thai army often obtains 
information from refugees, Cambo- 
dian insurgent groups operating out 
of Thailand and some communica- 
tion interceptions. 


Indonesian death 
toll may hit 100 


JAKARTA (Reuter). — The death 
toll from last Friday’s powerful 
earthquake and subsequent tidal 
waves could reach 100, Indonesian 
officials said yesterday. 

They said that four more bodies 
have been discovered on the island of 
Sumbawa bringing the known 
number of deaths to 33 and 100 miss- 
ing. 

The Indonesian government has 
rushed food and other supplies to the 
southeastern islands of Sumba and 
Sumbawa. the two worst hit areas. 

The national Antara News Agency 
said local authorities had set up free 
kitchens to feed hundreds of people 
left homeless and organized troops 
and villagers to look for more bodies. 


Iran opposes 

‘Judaizing’ 

Jerusalem 


TEHERAN (UPI). —Iran said 
yesterday it sympathized with the 
Islamic nations' desire to 'save 
Jerusalem from "Israel's 
progressive Judalzation." 

An official statement by the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs phblish- 
ed in the English-language 
newspaper "Kayhan" said Iran ex- 
pressed "deep concern about the 
fact that the Israel Government had 
failed to honour the numerous 
decisions and recommendations 
made by international organizations 
in this regard." 

The statement said Iran opposed 
"the continued efforts of Israel and 
enemies of Islam to change 
historical characteristics, alter the 
demographic balance and Judaize 
Jerusalem — the second most 
revered and sanctified city in the 
Moslem world.” (Mecca and Medina 
are Islam's holiest cities. ) 


Groucho Marx may 
h ave been cr em ated 

LOS ANGELES (AP). — Groucho 
Marx, who died on Friday of 
pneumonia, had asked to be 
cremated, Nat Perrin, a close friend 
of the comedian said on Saturday. 

A spokesman far Grom an Mor- 
tuary here would not say when Marx 
would be cremated, but Perrin said 
“it may have already taken place." 

A memorial service for Groucho 
was held yesterday in the form of a 
small family gathering at the house 
of his son, Arthur.

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Asians in Arab markets 


ASEAN (THE Association of 
Southeast Aslan Nations), com- 
prising Thailand. Malaysia, 
Singapore, Indonesia and the Philip- 
pines, earlier this month held the 
most important gathering of its 
government heads since the end of 
the Vietnam War a year and a half 
ago. The five leaders, who ended 
their summit with an unusual 
meeting with the prime ministers of 
Japan, Australia and New Zealand, 
were out to show that they were well 
on the road to achieve the economic 
and political cohesion envisaged 
when the organization was founded 
10 years ago. 

There has been a lot of talk about 
these alms, but the group is still fac- 
ed with the need for increased In- 
vestment and trade, and the danger 
from their Cbmmunist neighbours in 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. It 
cannot do much about the latter 
problem, but it is doing all it can to 
achieve substantial economic 
cooperation. 

The five members still insist they 
are not a mffitaxy alli ance (before the 
Kuala Lumpur summit they rejected 
Indonesia's call for a military pact), 
and still say that the best method of 
defence is through economic, social 
and cultural stability in the region. 

One fact which always irked Asean 
members is the high trade barriers 
hindering their sales to Europe and 
Japan, and this was brought out at 
the summit. More voices were raised 
about boosting intra-Asean trade 
and diverting exports from 
protection-minded countries to those 
ready to take in Asian goods. 

An attempt by Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand to smooth over this 
disagreement came when their 
prime ministers made various offers 
for better trade terms, but the 
problem has yet to be solved. The 
fact of the eight leaders meeting 
there, however, certainly boosted 
Asean’s self-assurance and pointed 
up Its potential power. 


yield its UN seat to Faking, since 
then has made large economic 
strides and has been quick to realize

Trade between the two jumped 
from a paltry Slim . in 1671 to $523m.

The Asians have made some 
headway in emulating the 
Europeans and are beginning to gain 
an economic foothold in the oil-rich 
Arab countries. And the Asean 
members are realizing that they too, 
perhaps, may get some of the Arab 
business which has come the way of 
Japan, South Korea. Taiwan and In- 
dia in the past few years. 

For example, only last month 
President Ten Chia-kan of the 
Re public of China (Taiwan) . made a 
three-day state visit to Saudi Arabia. 
Motivation for this undoubtedly is 
the increasing cooperation between 
the two countries in tbe trade, 
economic and technical fields. 

Taiwan, which has been politically 
isolated ever since It was forced to 


OTHER ASIANS who have come Into 
the Arab trade picture are the South 
Koreans and Japanese. The Koreans 
have moved into the Middle East in a 
big way, with some 20,000 working in 
the Arab countries, especially in 
Saudi Arabia, in development and 
construction jobs. 

Aided by loans from their govern- 
ment. the big Korean firms brought 
in a cheap labour force which is will- 
ing to live in poor conditions while 
working hard, and they now have a 
|4b. slice of the Saudi five-year plan 
which costs 3142b. South Korea, 
which Itself has a 510b. five-year 
plan, estimates that it will earn 34b. 
by 1980 from its construction work 
abroad. 

The Indians, too, are not far 
behind In tbe scramble for profits in 
Arab lands. Indian contracts are 
worth about Sib., with Indian consor- 
tiums providing experts in building 
housing estates, hotels, airports, 
dams and canals, especially in the 
Gulf countries. More projects are be- 
ing discussed betweeen Indians and 
Arabs. 

Before the Asean summit, another 
conference was held in Singapore, 
entitled "Asean and the Arab 
world," the main purpose of which 
was how Asean could increase its ex- 
ports to the Arabs. 

Discussions at this conference 
revealed that ail five members are 
in deficit with the Middle East, and 
that Arab countries with money to 
spend want to import Asian labour 
and technical know-how as well as 
goods. 

It must have been cause for 
satisfaction that the Saudi delegate 
to the Singapore meeting bad this to 
tell them: "The Arabs are definitely 
looking east." 


Humphrey recuperating 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP). — U.S. 
Senator Hubert Humphrey con- 
tinued his rapid recovery yesterday 
from last week's surgery which dis- 
closed terminal pelvic cancer, his 
doctor said. 

On Thursday doctors found an in- 
operable malignant tumour. They 
plan to begin chemotherapy. 


Prom circus

PARIS. — Once upon a time tLere 
was a landlocked French colony, in 
.the very heart of Africa called 
Oubangui-Shari, which was best 
known to the outside world for 
supplying platter-lipped women to 
circus sideshows. 

The French left in 1960. and in the 
blaze of African Independence 
celebrations of that year the country 
declared itself the Central African 
Republic. 

By then the French, in the name of 
civilization, had stamped out the - 
habit of distorting women’s features, 
so the country was not really known 
for anything at all. 

But last December its ruler, a no- 
nonsense. much-decorated former 
French colonial army captain nam- 
ed Jean-Bedel Bokassa. 36, decided 
to declare himself emperor of his 
two million Central African subjects 
who live in a land larger than Spain 
and Portugal combined. 

People in Africa and elsewhere 
suddenly took an interest in his 
potentially rich — uranium, 
diamonds, coffee, cotton — nation, 
which much to his annoyance is 
listed by tjie U.N. as one of the 
world’s 25 poorest. 

Swept aside were the awkward 
realities of unparalleled financial 
mismanagement — in part disguised 
by generous French Government aid 
amounting to a third of the country’s 
394m. budget — and Bokassa’ s mer- 
curial penchant for revolving-door 
governments. 

In creating the empire, Bokassa 
was capping an extraordinary 
destiny of a man orphaned at six, 
educated by Catholic missionaries, 
an authentic French Army war hero 
who, since seizing power in a 1965 
New Year's Eve coup, has ac- 
cumulated honours, riches, fame 
and the love of women. 

Although he bridles at the sugges-

tion, there are those who insist the 
empire was created to give himself 
and his erratic rule a sense of 
legitimacy, continuity and respect 
that it and so many other African 
regimes lack. 

Was It megalomania or a deep- 
seated sense of insecurity that led 
him — like so many of his African 
peers — to put his own features on 
the country's bank notes, build two 
statues to himself and attach his 
name to everything from an avenue 
and a sports stadium to a market, 
the fledgling university and army 
headquarters? 

lb be sure, he defers both to his 
"spiritual father." President Felix 
Hbuphouet-Boigny of the conser- 
vative Ivory Coast, and to his 
"younger brother,” President 
Mobutu Sese Seko of neighbouring 
Zaire. 

But so taken is Bokassa with 
honours that he once had an extra- 
long coat designed to accommodate 
his many medals, which Include one 


from an international stamp collec- 
tors group and another from a 
French police officers association. 

As for his wealth, even those best 
disposed toward him — and the fear 
he inspires is sufficient to prevent 
critics from speaking up — concede 
that it Is practically impossible to 
discern where the rickety state 
finances end and his Impressive per- 
sonal fortune begins. 

His taste in women is eclectic. He 
is proud of his three wives, 30 
legitimate children and considerable 
number of mistresses. 

Th e two most prominent women in 
his life are Catherine, a Central 
African in her late 20s who is known 
as the Empress, and Gabrielle, a 
beautiful Rumanian blonde of 
similar years. Before the empire’s 
creation, Catherine was entitled La 
Marechale and Gabrielle was La 
Presidente. 

Despite his moodiness and 
penchant for the arbitrary. 
Bokaasa's reputation as French- 
speaking Africa’s equivalent of 
Ugandan President Idi Amin Is un- 
deserved. Bokass&’s only known 
foray into gratuitous violence — if 
executing would-be assassins can 
legitimately be excepted — involved 
his decision in 1972 to beat prisoners 
in public as a warning against a ris- 
ing rate of theft in Bangui. 

At least three prisoners died — and 
many others were badly injured — in 
the 10-minute as.sault in which 
Bokassa, surrounded by his cabinet, 
urged policemen to light into the 
thieves with clubs and rifle butts. 
Tie victims later were left exposed 
for hours in the unforgiving 
Equatorial African sun. 

Not only has he since eschewed 
sue h violence — although he still has 
his citizens arrested on the flimsiest 
of pretexts — but he has also proved 
to be remarkably forgiving. There 
are believed to be fewer than 20 
political prisoners. Ministers who sin 


— especially against the public 
treasury — are often jailed, but like- 
ly to be given even better jobs. Even 
David Dacko, the president — and 
cousin — that Bokassa unseated in 
1965, has been resurrected. His full 
presidential salary was restored and 
he is working as one of the emperor's 
closest advisers. 

Whatever his domestic short- 
comings, he has proven himself an 
adept practitioner of nonalignment 
in foreign policy. He maintains good 
relations with all of his neighbours, 
and 28 countries maintain 
diplomatic missions here. 

He keeps both an Israeli and an 
Arab as personal advisers. Die 
Israeli takes care of Israeli diamond 
interests and questions involving 
South Africa, which invests as much 
as 34m. annually without getting 
much to show for it. The Arab has 
proven useful In attracting such 
Arab aid as the 45,090 tons of oil Iraq 
has agreed to give the empire. 

Bokassa appears to give up very 
little in return. A visit last fall by Li- 
byan leader Jfuammar Gaddafi 
provoked an instant religious con- 
version of Jean-Bedel into Salah Ed- 
dine Bokassa. But, when certain 
financial promises failed to 
materialize, he reverted to his 
Christianity ever so briefly before 


proclaiming himself emperor. 

Not everyone in Africa — or for 
that matter in this sleepy riverside 
capital — was amused by the im- 
perial decision. Across the continent, 
newspapers and magazines heaped 
scorn on the creation of the empire. 

Here, opposition was based on the 
Western-trained elite’s feeling that 
the outside world would hold the 
country up to ridicule. (As for the 80 
per cent of the citizenry living in the 
bush, it was assumed that they could 
not .care less if Bokassa called 
himself king, emperor or president, 
since Central African notions of 
power are at best hazy.) 

Bokassa is overseeing every detail 
of the coronation plans with 
ministers of the imperial court, who 
have more power than tbe cabinet. 

Empress Catherine has been in 
Paris for weeks m aking sure that the 
considerable and complicated orders 
arrive on time. Ministers commute 
back and forth from France on 
similar missions. 

The coronation is expected to cost 
anywhere from 38m. to 320m. At 
government suggestion, ; three 
foreign diamond companies each 
contributed 3100,000 apiece and 
other, mainly foreign-owned, 
businesses are expected to con- 
tribute as much as 32m.

CORK IS the - second largest city in 
the Republic of Ireland. Its new lord 
Mayor, Gerald Goldberg, delivered 
his inaugural speech in Irish; it in- 
cluded a Hebrew prayer, the 
sheheheyanu to mark the first time 
in Cork’s history that a Jewish 
mayor had been elected. The Hebrew 
was meant "to speak to Jewish peo- 
ple' in other places — particularly to 
those dead and departed." 

A born Corkman, '65-year-old 
Gerald Goldberg In his own words. Is 
"first and foremost a Jew. Ai«n a 
supporter of Orthodoxy which is the 
best form of religious life for Jews. I 
find no difficulty combining 
Orthodoxy and being Irish." 

In addition to may oriel duties 
keeping up his law practice. 
Goldberg finds time to continue Ms 
studies and to devote himself to 
spiritual and cultural pursuits. He is 
a patron of the arts, actively in- 
volved in developing and promoting 
Cork artists and musicians. A stu- 
dent of classical Hebrew and the 
Talmud, he has taught himself 
modern Hebrew. When Ahad 
Ha’am’s works were first published, 
Goldberg acquired a Hebrew dic- 
tionary and translated all of them. 
His collection of Jewish literature is 
one of the largest in Ireland. At pre- 
sent be is completing a Ph.D degree 
on the subject of Hebrew symbolism 
and imagery In William 
Shakespeare’s works. 

Symbolism is important to 
Goldberg. He is proud that not only 
his grandchildren, but also the young 


gentile children In the 
neighbourhood, call him and his wife 
Sheila "Bubbeh and Zeldelj." To him 
"Bobba/Zefda is a warm Jewish In- 
stUution." Incidentally, when the 
"Cork Examiner" Interviewed his 
wife, the article began by describing 
the Ixirtf Mayor and his wife as 
“Bobba and Zelda” — a proud 
tribute to someone who never con- 
sidered changing Ms name or in any 
way hiding his identity, because "I 
would never want to run away from 
my heritage." / 

Goldberg has been close to Israel 
from the days of the yishuv, before 
the formation of the state, when 
everyone in Cbrk used to' give "a 
penny a day to the JPA." The Cork 
community, in those days, also con- 
tributed £2,000 to the Altalena. 

Although Cork has a population of 
130,000, there are only 20 Jews In the 
city today. In the 17th century there 
was'a community of Marrano Jews, 
hut the small colony died out. The se- 
cond community arrived at the end 
of the 18th century, a group of 
Sephardi Jews who exported kosher 
meat. The third community came 
from Kovna .in Lithuania in 1875. 
Most, like Goldberg's family, were 
en route to America, but put ashore 
in Cork and stayed. 

In the Lord Mayor's youth, the 
Cbrk community numbered 600. It 
was a cultured, close knit communi- 
ty where members spoke Yiddish 
and led a fully Jewish life. Today, 
with only 20 Jews, little more than 
relics and memories remain. The

kaaher butcher has closed, the 
mikve and the library are no longer 
used. There are no young people left 
to teach, so the 83-year-old teacher 
has left for Dublin. The synagogue 
on South Terrace is dusty and 
neglected. Even during -the High 
Holidays, there is barely a minyan. 

■ Does the Lord Mayor feel isolated 
amid the dying community? Zt 
seems not. "Every morning when 1 
put on my tefttlin, I know that Jews 
everywhere are doing the same 
thing, so I don't feel lonely.” His 
sons, together with all the other 
children of the Cbrk community, 
long ago left and have successfully 
Integrated into Jewish communities 
In America and England. 

Ever since he was a boy, Gerald 
Goldberg wanted to -be Cork's 
mayor. This was not only a personal 
ambition, hut also to he "a memorial 
to my people." Even should the com- 
munity in. Cork die out "I know that 
for 1,000 years after my death, my 
name (that of a Jewish mayor) will 
be In the records of Cork." 


Soviets are catching up in fashion

MOSCOW. — Irena Marinanova, ' 
who earns 110 rubles a month, paid 
90 rubles for the lavender silk Italian 
import that she wears sights on the 
town here. Imports are quickly 
snapped up in this fashion-hungry 
land, and a sophisticated young 
Muscovite will happily spend her 
lost ruble on & sexy Polish bra or an 
Italian wig. 

In response to this long pent-up de- 
mand for improved consumer goods, 
Russia's recently announced tenth 
five-year-plan promises quality as 
well as quantity, and pantyhose as 
wen as tractors. Loyal Soviets boast 
that they are catching up with the 
West on the fashion front without 
conceding that they were ever far 
behind. 

"I can buy what I want now in 
Moscow shops," says Irena, a 
model-slim research fellow at the 
University of Moscow. “It used to be 
harder to get nice colours," she con- 
cedes. But pantyhose still cost a 
rubles (about 1X60.). 

Visitors returning to the Soviet 
Union note impressive changes 
already. "I was surprised to see 
smartly dressed women In even the 
small towns,” says New Yorker Ir- 
ving Hamer, who lost led an 
American tour of Russia in 1972. 
"Five years ago the clothes were 
very drab, colourless and without 
style," he says. 

Among those plotting the Soviet’ 
fashion revolution are young 
designers such a a Viacheslav 
Zaitsev. His name, unknown five 
years ago. has become synonymous 
with Russian haute mode. No longer 
are designer labels denounced as 
pandering to bourgeois "cults of per- 
sonality." Par is -influenced and 
suave in his continental-cut suit but 
Russian through and through. 


Zaitsev, like his capitalist counter- 
part Yves Saint Laurent, says he 
draws his Ideas from Russian folk 
costumes. 

At Moscow's House of Fashion. Z00 
Russian women, happily innocent of 
cottage cheese lunches and Weight 
Watchers chibs, squeeze onto the 
dainty red velvet chairs to view a 
showing of autumn fashions by 
Zaltzev and other young designers 
picked from the 15 republics of the 
USSR. 

The House of Fashion, decorated 
In dove gray and white with sculp- 
tured ceilings and ornate Greek 
columns, r em i nd some visitors of the 
House of Dior in Pails. This official 
showplace is on Kuznetsk! Bridge, 
fashion street of Old Russia, where 
the czarist aristocracy shopped for 
French finery. Since the 1917 
Revolution, the Kuznetaki shops 
have looked about the same as dress 
shops in the rest of the country. 

But now here they come, models 
wearing the new Russian styles, 
rather more ample and well- 
endowed than their concave counter- 
parts in the decadent West. 
("There's not a flat-chested woman 
In this whole country," one ap- 
preciative male observer comments. 
Zaitzev leads off with a bold plaid 
coat and matching diagonal plaid 
dress topped with a dramatic dark 
brown Garbo hat. Now, another 
brilliant plaid coat. Then, In- 
congruously, a plain "Socialist 
brown" abort coat, belted In back, 
over camel slacks. 

"That's Russian,” comments 
Claudine Bertolet, a Paris-born 
visitor from New York, in a throaty 
whisper. "The smart plaids are 
French," she Insists. 

But the next 44 styles plainly show 
the Russian influence. An em- 
broidered print peasant sarafan 
worn over a striped wide- sleeve 


dress with matching babushka wins 
. the first applause from the largely 
silent, respectful audience, ^rpic al- 
ly Russian jackets asymmetrically 
buttoned over accordion pleated 
skirts follow tucked-front dresses 
with braid-trimmed jackets. A fring- 
ed shawl over a tiered red evening 
dress draws applause, as do a Rus- 
sian sailor jacket over billowy navy 
pants. And — most Russian of all — a 
white lace-trimmed gown Intricately 
embroidered In black gets long 
applause. 

The tyranny of the young has end- 
ed, proclaims the fashion commen- 
tator. Women's clothes this autumn 
will be mature, ladylike softly 
feminine, the straight skirt is back. 
So is the dolman sleeve. Colours will 
be predominantly combinations of 
green, pink and dark brown. 

Anna Vasillevna Dmitrieva, direc- 
tor of the House of Fashion, mother- 
ly in a loose-fitting print smock, 
beams with national pride as she 
accepts congratulations on the 
show’s success. The collection, she 
says, is cut from "100 per cent Soviet 
fabric," and makes wide use of 
national style. "We have 100 
nationalities in the Soviet Union so 
we have a real treasure to draw 
from," she says. The designers train 
in 36 fashion houses around the 
USSR and the 70 best in the land are 
brought to her fashion centre in 
Moscow. 

Viators are surprised to hear, 
however, that everything they've 
been seeing will not be available In 
Soviet stores. Instead what will be 
available are paper patterns costing 
29 kopecks — about IL3.00 — apiece. 
“We are encouraging women to 
sew." Dmitrieva explains. 

Luba, a student at the University 
of Kazan, had a dressmaker sew her 
pale blue minidress. It cost her 30 
rubles (about ILiOO at the official

rate of exchange) , 15 rubles for the 
fabric. 15 for the workmanship. "I 
could buy a dress for -ess. but it 
wouldn't fit as well." she says. 
Hemlines may he well below the 
knee In Moscow's House of Fashion, 
but miniskirts are still seen 
everywhere in the outlying cities. 
Styles do not change rapidly In a 
land where there is no competition 
for the consumer's ruble. 

But better days are coming with 
the new five-year- plan, promises the 
headlines In "Pravda." 

'“Hie next time you come to the 
Soviet Union," Anna VasiSievna 
Dmitriev calls to visitors departing 
the House of Fashion, "all these 
models will be available in our 
stores." 


On writing a will 


ALTHOUGH we all hope to live to a 
ripe old age, we have to face the 
realities of life which include such 
everyday hazards as fatal traffic ac- 
cidents and sudden heart attacks. 

It would be a kindness, therefore, 
to our nearest and dearest if those of 
us with any worldly possessions 
made wills while still sound In body. 
The advantages of leaving a will 
become strikingly apparent when 
some of the provisions of the Succes- 
sion Law concerning Intestate 
succession are elaborated upon. 

The same laws apply to the 
widower as to the widow, unless ex- 
pressly stated otherwise. Let us 
assume, for the sake of journalistic 
convenience, that it is the husband 
who dies first, leaving a widow and 
other relatives. 

The legal heirs upon intestacy are 
the surviving spouse, the children of $ 
the deceased and their issue, the 
deceased's parents- and- grand- .. 
parents and their issue. But the 
children of the deceased-^akpt; 
precedence over his parentq^kndjhjf^ 
parents take precedence over his 
grandparents. 

hi other words, if a man dies in- 
testate, leaving a wife, children, 
parents and grandparents, then only 
the widow and children will inherit. 
The parents (or their surviving 
issue) will inherit only if the deceas- 
ed left no children, and. the grand- 
parents will inherit only if the 
deceased left no children, 
grandchildren, parents or brothers 
and sisters. Incidentally, "children" 
includes adopted children amd - 
children born out of wedlock. 

NOW LET US see .what happens to 
the rights of the widow (or widower) 
upon Intestate succession. She 
receives all the chattels (furniture, 
carpets, pictures, refrigerator, etc.) 
that belonged to the common 
household, and the car, if there is 
one. In addition, she receives a share 
of the estate {minus her ketuba, in 
the case of a widow, if she claims 
that). 

This share varies with the cir- 
cumstances: if the deceased leaves 
children from a previous marriage, 
then Ms widow inherits only one 
quarter of the estate; but if the sur- 
viving children are also the widow's 
children, or if they are adopted, or 
the issue of an extra-marital 
relationship enjoyed by the deceas- 
ed, the widow inherits half of the es- 
tate. 

On the other hand, where there are 
no children, but the deceased leaves 
parents or a parent, then the widow 
receives one half and the parents the 
other. The widow who inherits 
together with the deceased's 
brothers and sisters (as would 
happen when there are no children 


and the deceased's parents died 
before him), or with the deceased's 
grandparents, receives two-thirds of 
the estate. If there are no other 
heirs, the widow inherits everything. 

As if this were not complicated 
enough, there is still another proviso 
attached to a spouse’s Inheritance: If 
half of the family p r o p e rty belongs to 
the surviving spouse, she will be en- 
titled to only one quarter of the 
deceased's estate, even if the sur- 
viving children are her children, too, 
air if her husband leaves only p arents 
in addition to her. 

TO SUM UP the situation, let us take 
the case of a twice-married man who 
dies at an early age, leaving a 
widow, two children from his second 
marriage,- a surviving child from his 
first marriage and two 
grandchildren from another child 
who predeceased him, and parents. 

The widow would be entitled to- Hie - 
contents of ^be home> which she 

yH fr iqeriiuflhandS thacaranS-r* 
bng-qjiarter of thenrestyif his ig-qper- ./ 
ty. Themisband’s parents would not 
he entitled to anything (as he left 
children), unless they were entirely 
dependent upon him during his 
lifetime — in which case they would 
he entitled to maintenance from the 
estate. The remaining, three- 
quarters of his estate would then be 
divided equally among his four 
children, with the two grandchildren 
receiving their dead parent's share 
jointly. 

Now imagine that part of the 
deceased's estate is the apartment in 
which he lived with his wife and 
which he owned jointly with her. If 
be dies intestate, his wife would he , 
entitled to one-eighth of the apart- 
ment (in addition 'to the half which ' 
she already owns), each living child 
would he entitled to 3/32 of the apart- 
ment, and each grandchild to 3/64 of 
the apartments 

If the widow stays on in the apart- 
ment, as is most likely, she would 
then have to pay -rent, in those 
proportions, to each of her late 
husband’s heirs. And If, in sheer 
desperation, she should decide to sell 
the apartment, she would first have 
to receive the consent of the other 
heirs, and then divide the proceeds 
among them in those proportions. 

And if the apartment were 
registered in the name of the hus- 
band only, the widow might possibly 
find herself with only one-quarter 
belonging to her, three- eighths 
belonging to her own children (who 
might, or might not, love their 
mother), and three-eighths belong- 
ing to her husband's child and 
grandchildren from his first 
marriage (who could resent her con- 
siderably). 

In short, in addition to losing her

husband, she could very easily lose 
the friendship of his children through 
perpetual bickering over the rights 
to the apartment — a dismal 
prospect indeed. And it might even 
be more dismal If the childless 
widow has to share the apartment 
with her mother-fo-Jaw. 

all. KINDS OF other complications, 
too numerous and involved to be 
dealt with In an article of tills nature, 
could arise where there is no will. 
One of these deserves special men- 
tion: .if a woman should leave her 
husHand^tqgo and live with-another- 
man. am! her husband' should per- 
steteriti/: refuse to dxoorce her' men 
upon the Intestate death of her love’ 
she would not be entitled to any 
share of his estate, even though she 
might have lived with him as man 
and wife for years. 

This applies also to a woman who, 
although not married herself, is liv- 
ing out of wedlock with a man who is 
married to someone else. 

Another complication that ought to 
be mentioned involves foreign 
nationals with movable and im- 
movable property in Israel. If the 
foreign national dies intestate, his 
immovable property hi Israel (land, 
apartment, etc.) will be divided 
amongst his heirs in accordance 
with the law of Israel; but his 
movable property (money, 
valuables, furniture, etc.) must be 
divided in accordance with the law in 
the country of which he was a 
national. 

There is one disadvantage to leav- 
ing a will: the estate will not be en- 
titled to the deductions from estate 
duty that would otherwise accrue to 
it if the deceased died intestate. 
These amount to a considerable sum 
when one takes into account the fact 
that, where there is a surviving 
spouse and children, DU. 00, 000 of the 
estate would be non-dutiahle on ac- 
count of the spouse, in addition to 
IL6 0.000 for each child under the age 
of 22 and UA 0,000 for each one over 
that age. 

But against this disadvantage one 
must weigh the absence of the com- 
plications set out above. 

So do your heirs a favour and 
lighten their burden after your death 
by making a .will now. (The law 
regarding wills and their form will 
be dealt with in a separate article.) 


Value in local herbs for a garden pharmacy 


HERBS and other plants grow all 
around us, both in the countryside 
and in the town, but few of us realize 
how valuable they sometimes are. 
The ordinary nettle, for example, 
can be used to ease rheumatism, 
poor circulation and bronchitis. 

Toucan make your own living gar- 
den pharmacy in just two square 
metres of garden space if you 
prepare well-drained, garden soil 
(red soil, compost and sand in equal 
parts) and keep the place clean of 
weeds. 

You can start medicinal herbs 
from seeds or grow your own 
seedlings in a nursery-frame, 
covered by a sheet of glass or 
potyerhylene and get them ready 
for spring, which is when the outdoor 
season begins. Many gardeners, es- 
pecially at the beginning, prefer to 
use young plants available at nearby 
nurseries; you can usually get a fine 
variety of species, which are quite 
_Jnex_peusiye. .Don't go wild and grow 
every” herb you've ever u heard of. 

* * 4 j.. * - 

Plant food. Most herbs don't require 
rich or full specialized plant food. 
They will ordinarily thrive almost 
anywhere in your garden where they 
get full sun. For the first 4-6 weeks, 
you don't need additions of fertilizers 
at all; later very small amounts of a 
general fertilizer, once monthly, will 
stimulate continuous growth. 
Feeding can hedone in liquid form (1 
gram of general fertilizer per 1 liter 
water), or the plant-food may be 
spread dry. around the plants. 

Moisture Keep the soil slightly moist 
during summer (watering 2-8 times 
a week). In winter, only water after 
5-6 rainless days. 

Limiting sprawling growth. Some 
medicinal herbs like mint or creeping 
rosemary spread in all directions by 
producing rooted runners; others, 
like nasturtium, grow long, creeping

stems (without roots), covering a 
wide area, and other herbs grow to a 
height of 1-2 metres (althea, 
hibiscus). You have to control them 
and limit their growth by regular 
shearing. Runner or stem cuttings 
from mint, rosemary and even from 
nasturtium (annual) will serve as 
potential new plants for propagation. 

Medicinal herbs (growing In Israel). 
The following list is not a complete 
one of all the many plants with 
medicinal value. But I fl-wi sure that 
they all grow in our country, and you 
can get them in seed or plant form 
from our nurseries and seed shops. 
Since from ancient times so many 
people have had a profound belief in 
the healing properties of herbs, I 
shall take the opportunity of adding 
in each case what they were used 
for. 

Anise (pimpptella anjsumj .groqsjL 
'wild in ' Israel (in the vicinity of 
Jerusalem and in billy regions). - 
Propagation by seeds in autumn or 
early spring. Tea from leaves and 
seeds used for colic and gastric dis- 
turbances. 


Valerian (valeriana officinalis ) 
(two kinds — annual and perennial) 
also a papular plant for rock gar 
dens. Pink flowers In spring 
Propagated by stem cuttings (peren 
nial) and seeds (annual). Mostly it 
self-sows and should be thinned out 
Tea from dried leaves or tincture 
from root-powder used for colic and 
gastric pains, os well as a sedative 
and an anti-spasmodic remedy. 

Garden cress (nasturtium of- 
ficinalis) (Hebrew and Arabic! 
rashad). An annual with little white 
flowers. Grown from seeds (best in 
autumn or spring). Germinates 
quickly after 3 days. Usable 10-12

days after sowing. Also a very useful 
kitchen herb (mustard-like taste ) for 
salads, soups and sandwiches. As tea 
(from dried leaves) for blood 
purification and against urinary dis- 
orders. 

Hollyhock (althea officinalis ) 
Perennial with beautiful flowers In 
different colours. Reaches a height 
of 2 metres! Propagation by 
seedlings in late summer and fall. 
Tea from dried roots (cut Into little 
pieces) for cough and inflammation 


of the throat. 

WOd strawberries (frag aria vesca / 
a decorative perennial rock-garden 
plant. Propagated by seedlings or 
runner-cuttings. Appears more and 
more in Israeli gardens. (Seeds 
should be ordered from foreign seed 
firms). Loves shadow and slightly 
acid soil. Grows excellently also un- 
der pine trees. Prefers continuous 
moisture. Bears white flowers and 
later little, red edible fruits ( berries) 
all through the year. The fruits 
stimulate the appetite and are 
recommended for convalescents. 

Fennel (faenicxdum officinalis). This 
annual, grown from seeds, is a tall 
wild plant that appears in many hilly 
parts of Israel. Used also as k 
vegetable. Tea from dried leaves 
and seeds used for convulsive cough 
(anti -spasmodic ) and as a remedy in 
chest diseases. 

Broom (saroihamus scopariusl 
(Hebr. rotem) A tall wild perennial 
: shrub. ATio popuIor aa a cultivated 
. garden plant with yellow flowers in 
spring. Propagation by division and 
stem-cuttings: Tea from dried 
flowers, leaves and stem parts for 
kidney diseases. 

Rosemary ( rosmarinus officinalis ) 
A popular rock-garden plant with 
spiky dark green leaves and distinc- 
tive scent. We know that 
Charlemagne decreed that it should 
be grown in all his imperial gardens, 
and was cultivated by the Romans. 
Rosemary is also used as a kitchen 
herb for meat dishes and sauces. As 
a medicine, it provides a valuable 
heart and liver tonic and helps to 
reduce high blood perssure. 
Rosemary la also well known as a 
fine tonic for the scalp and skin and 
is widely used In comm eric al sham- 
poos. It has very decorative, light 
blue flowers and Is propagated by 
cuttings in fall or early spring.

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Battered wives want laws

KFAR YONA. — The League Sox 
Women's Rights in the Courts, 
started by victims of abuse by 
husbands, is setting up auxiliaries of 
‘‘non-victim’' women in Tel Aviv and 
Netanya. More are planned and will 
be called LAWS (League for Aboli- 
tion of Wrongs to Society) to press 
tor laws to protect wives. 

Experience has shown that women 
who have this problem are often too 
wrapped up In their own suffering to 
see the genera] problem. Public sup- 
port in response to publicity in the 
press and at lectures, led the 
founders of the league to ask “non- 
victim" women to join it as helpers. 

One of the founders) an immigrant 
from the U.S., said the help of 
English-speaking Immigrant women 
la needed most, “because they know 
how to do this kind of work." 

“Many of us are religious." she 
added. “But we dont ask anyone 
about their religious practices. We 
just don’t want to be taken for a 
radical group anxious to get rid of 
family responsibilities." In fact, we 
take our family responsibilities very 
seriously and want our children to 
grow up In homes where the father 
doesn’t beat the mother or kidnap 
the children as pawns in his effort to 
force the wife into a divorce in which 
he will keep the property.” 


He r organization has set up Its own 
voluntary court to help couples 
reach a divorce agreement fairly 
and amicably. 

The organization Is also trying to 
promote a pre-marital agreement 
drawn up by Prof. Falk. The agree- 
ment, if incorporated by the rabbis 


into the marriage ceremony, would 
provide, for instance, that if the hus- 
band deserts the wife, a divorce will 
be waiting for her at the court ser- 
ving the last town in which he lived. 

This reporter was told. “One of the 
women you interviewed when you 
last wrote about us (January, 1976) 
is still in the courts. Her husband 
even went so far as to say she was a 
criminal wanted in thel/.S. She went 
to the embassy to have her finger- 
prints sent to the FBI for clearance. 
The husband’s charges were dis- 
proved. of course, but why don’t they 
get him tor perjury, or for kidnap- 
ping his 13 year old child, whom be 
now suddenly says is not his? Where. 
is Justice? JVhy are divorce con- 
tracts In which the woman gives up 
everything accepted? 

“Yes. technically the woman 
agrees to the terms if she signs the 
contract. But if she has been in court 
five years and then signs she ob- 
viously was coerced. If she had 
wanted give up all her rights, she; 
would have done it without wasting; 
■ five years in court.” 

Since all the founders are either 
victims, former victims or close 
relatives of victims, they do not want 
their names published for fear of 
reprisals. However, anyone in- 
terested (victim or potential helper) 
is invited to write to the League tor 
Women's Rights in the Courts at 
F.O.B. 52. Kfar Yona. 

“The letters we get from victims 
are very helpful. I know It's hard tor 
them to write about their problems, 
but we need the documentation. The 
things we say "are so unbelievable, 
even to us, that we need documents 
to prove they are true." 



Tito gets new Soviet pledges 


MOSCOW I Reuter). — President 
Tito on Friday secured a new public 
pledge from Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev that the Kremlin will 
respect Yugoslavia's right to chart 
its own course. 


The Soviet assurance was made in 
a joint communique issued here 
after the 85-year-old Yugoslav 
leader left Moscow following two 
davs of talks with Brezhnev. 


The two countries were agreed 
that their relations, and links 
between the two Communist parties, 
should be based on respect for 
sovereignty, independence, equality, 
non-interference and for the freedom 


to choose “different ways of socialist 
development." it said. 

The wording, identical to that of a 
communique issued when Brezhnev 
visited Belgrade last November, in-' 
dlcated a continued Soviet Interest in 
dispelHng Yugoslav concern, 
observe s said. 

Recent Soviet attacks on “Euro- 
communism" have revived un- 
easiness in Yugoslavia about 
Moscow's real attitude to other. 
Independent-minded Communist 
parties, and President Tito was 
believed anxious to secure fresh 
Soviet guarantees on the issue. The 
communique indicated he had been 
successful.

TEL AVIV. — The public showed its 
, ability to redit a tendency to panic 
yesterday, and selective buying 1 
retrieved some of last week’s sharp 
losses. The behaviour of the Invest- 
ment immunity augurs well tor the 
future arid should bring m«ng with it 
a more stable market performance. 

Traders were particularly nimble 
in placing orders for those securities 
that had dropped the most on 
Wednesday's and Thursday's black 
market days. Even more gratifying, 
at least for the present, was that the 
more speculative issues received 
scant attention In yesterday's 
trading. Turnover figures were a 
respectable IL69.3 milli on. 

The general index or snare prices 
rose by 1.59 per cent to stand at' 
276.45. : 

Mizrahi (B) shares led tEe'com- 
mercial bank group as they rose by 
22 to 279, a gain of 8.0 per cent. Union 
Bank bounced back by nine to 582.0. 

Hapoalim and Bank Leuxni were 
unchanged. 

The majority of Investors showed 
their preference for mortgage bank . 
issues. Tefahot (B) rose by 20 to 020. 
The Tefahot group of shares, 
preferred and ordinary, rose by 
about 10 per cent. The management 
of the bank denied that it was charg- 
ing double linkage on Its mortgage 
loans. The Agricultural Bank “A” 
shares In sharp -contrast fell by 10.1 
per cent. This government- 
controlled bank specializing In loans 

to the agricultural sector is one of a 
group of companies in which the 
government is likely to sell its 
holdings. 

Insurance companies also return- 
ed to favour. Ary eh rose by 30 to 840. 
while Hassneh and Tzur (R) were 
"buyers only." Real estate and land 
development shares performed ex- 
tremely well with gains showing up 
throughout the list. 


_The Israel Land Development 
Cbmpany shares did hot trade after 
a management announcement that 
the Jewish Agency was not In the 
process of selling its holdings in the 
. company. Hie rumour to this effect 
recently propelled the shares to a 
new high. Fri Or was 65 ahead at 804. 
Property and Building gained is to 
86641. 

Industrials presented- a bit more of 
a mixed pattern. Alliance, in spite of 
highly encouraging first half ear- 
nings. lost 56 to an even 1.400. 
American Israeli Paper Mills, os the 
other hand, was "buy era only” and 
fixed at 400. The Electra group of 
shares were also “buyers only.” The 
same was true of Elco HA. 0. EHron 
Ita, one of our favourites, gained 40 
to 970. At this level it is priced only 
some 20 points under its high for the 
year. 

Among investment companies,' 
F!r ut arum was "sellers only." This 
was true of the old as well as the new 
shares. Elite shares rebounded 
sharply to 461, while the new capital 
notes were priced at 214. Piryon was 
06 ahead at 884.

West Bank 
GNP up 
by 11% 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The grass national product of the 
West Bank rose 11 per cent In 1976, 
after a four per cent decline in 1979, 
according to estimates released 
yesterday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

In Gaza and northern Sinai .the 
GNP rose nine per cent, following an 
increase of six per cent In 1975. Dur- 
ing the period 1968-1976, the average 
annual real rise in the ONF was 14 
par centVor 11 per cent per capita, in 
the West Bank and in Gaza and 
northern Steal together. Personal 
per capita consumption rose te this 
period by eight per cent a year. 

About 25 per cent of the GNP of the 
West Bank came from work te 
Israel, hi 2978, however, there was a 
seven 'per cent decline in the GNP 
originating te work te Israel. The 
fluctuations In the other 75 per cent 
of GNP are mainly , due to the 
variability of agricultural crops and 
especially by the alternation of good 
and poor olive crops from year to 
year. Agriculture accounted te 1976 
for 33 per cent of total GNP, com- . 
pared with .29 per cent te 1975. The 
olive crop in 1976 waa five times as 
large as that of 1976. 

While private consumption went 
up by five per cent per capUa, public 
consumption (education, health and 
other services supplied by- the 
military governorship and the local 
authorities) rose only one to two per 
cent. 

Construction activity- continued to 
rise — its share in the GNP went up 
by six per cent, following an Increase 
of 21 per cent in 1975.

Big banks divide on how to develop

TEL AVIV. — Israel Discount Bank's 
overseas branches — two in New 
York City and two in the Caribbean 
— are winking their mark on the 
Western Hemisphere banking scene. 
At the end of 1978, the normal report 
rated that they contributed 26 per 
coat to Discount's total consolidated 
assets — then the equivalent of about 
tUOOm. 

Developments since then, as shown 
in the bank's unaudited balance 
sheet for June 30, 1977, 'suggest that 
the nsnrtn of Discount Bank's New 
York operation now approaches the 
ll^SOm. mark — a highly respected 
total even in the capital of U.S. bank- 
ing. 

TUa semi-annual report, ^published 
hers tMi month, speaks of c o n tin ui ng 
growth. Consolidated assets have 
risen to IL4S,50Qm., a gate of 18 per 
cent since last December.

In U Ji. dollars at the various 
applicable exchange rates and te 
terms of Israel currency, computed 
on the basis of fixed December 1975 
prices. _ 

The rate of growth seems to have 
been more or less constant, te terms 
of total assets, deposits by the public 
ami also profitability. However, the 
most important single development 
In this period , may have been the 
fi gwiriwimt broadening of Discount’s 
ca pH-jii base. Making good use of the 
public's renewed interest In equity 
in v e stm ents during the last year. 
Discount and its subsidiaries went to 
the market with several new issues. 
The result: paid up capita! at present 
■(■■oris at better than ILl.OOQxa. end 
at TT.i .TOOm- if convertible capital 
notes are included. That nearly 
doubles the total of that of December 
1975. In spite of the growth, some 
observers have noted that Discount 
is not expanding as aggressively as 
Israel's other large banks. It Is es- 
pecially obvious In their overseas 
operations: Bank Leumi now has 
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subsidiaries te several countries 
(with new . branches set up last year 
in several major U.S. cities); and 
Hapoalim also has been opening a 
relatively large number of new of- 
fices te the United States and Britain. 

Discount has not followed, this 
trend. So far, its overseas network is 
limited to two New York and two off- 
shore branches, as well as represen- 
tative offices in Canada and Latte 
America. There seems to be no inten- 
tion of opening offices in addi ti o n al 
locations in the foreseeable future. 

Although never spelled out official- 
ly, that difference between the Big 
Three batiks seems to. stedn from a 
difference te fundamental attitudes. 
Whereas one proposes to develop a 
large and profitable business by 
covering as wide an area as possible, 
Discount’s directors seem to prefer 
intensive growth In one or te very few 

local locations. A reasonable case 
can be made for either approach.

The redemption of voluntary 
government bonds and of medium-, 
term compulsory loans, calculated 
at end-1976 prices, will be Hd2.6b. In 
the current year, IL17b. in 1978, and 
Rill. 3b. in 1979 — a total of IL41b. in 
three years. The actual amounts 
which the government will have to 
pay out will, -of .course, be substan- 
tially larger because of price infla- 
tion. % 

According to the end of 1976 
figures, the share of linkage 
differentials and accumulated in- 
terest on the loans falling due this 
year was 66 per cent. 

The Bank of Israel data also shows 
that the total domestic debt by the 
end of 1976 was ILlOSb. At present 
prices, this is already equivalent to 
IL120b. Holders of government 
bonds have thus made an in- 
flationary profit of ILL2b. since the 
beginning of the year, and if inflation 
continues at the. same rate as it has 
to date, the domestic debt will rise 
by at least H£5b. According to the 
1977 budget the government expects 
to sell ILd7.2b. of new bonds. Accor- 
ding to Bank of Israel data, however, 


only IL3b. were sold in April-June 
1977. 

Unless the government succeeds 
in selling considerably more bonds 
in the remainder of the fiscal year, 
its revenue from this source will 
barely be sufficient to cover the 
redemptions falling due *hi« year at 
the end-1976 price level.

Taking two years to get a pilot ready 


He'll see the world, but not his 
family as much as he would 
like.

A THOUSAND feet over Tucson, Arizona, the 
trainer leaned over and s u r r e pti tiously pulled out 
the throttle. Not wm»)i imirwAat* response from 
the plane: a slight change in the vibrations. The 
dial recording RPMs dropped from 2,500 to L000; 
the untrained observer noticed nothing out of the 
ordinary. 

But the Lufthansa trainee, with only 54 hours of 
flying behind him, reacted Immediately and 
automatically. He scanned the landscape below 
him for an airport and within mlnntea 
manoeuvred an emergency landing. 

Such simulated engine failures occur regularly 
on Lufthansa training flights, alone, the 
plane, a twin-engine Beechcraft, would have 
gone down. But the Incident waa already routine 
far the student pilot, who had been practising 
emergency landings for weeks. 

ll’s a long way from a four-seater Beechcraft 
to a McDonnell Douglas DC-10, which can carry 
850 passengers on intercontinental flights. For 
the Lufthansa pilot, it almost 1,800 hours 

of Instruction and fli ght training, building up 
from a single-engine plane to the twin-engine 
Beech Baron and then the Boeing 737. If he 
makes it through his training and becomes a co- 
pilot, he la usually settled in a life tim e career; 
the dropout rate after that la practically nU. 

Unlike Israel’s national airline, which recruits 
moat of its pilots from -the air- force, Lufthansa 
trains its filers straight out of high school. The 
baiScf requirements: male, age less than 24, at 
least a standard education, good health. 
mlntmiiTw heig ht of 1.70. ( Tjifthwww , along with 
practically all -other airlines, employs no women 
pilots. The reason, they say, is economic: After 
.the expenses of training a pilot, the company can- 
not afford to have her retire early. “No one dis- 
putes a woman’s flying skill," a Lufthansa 
pamphlet explains defensively. “What counts la 
the factor erf insecurity, conditioned by marriage 
or pregnancy, in the continuity of employment.’ ’) 

One year after recruitment, the trainee will be 
flying te small planes. In ten years, he’ll be a cap- 
tain. (Promotion at Lufthansa la automatic, to 
avoid the ill effects of competition and infighting 
among the pilots.) After 20 years with the com- 
pany, he will earn DM14,000 a month, be away 
from home a lot, but have a free vacation ticket 
anywhere. He’ll aee the world, but not Us family 
as much as he would like. He’ll complain that 
he’s overworked, apd he la also likely to be 
overweight And he will never admit to himself 
or anyone else, that he could do anything else for 
a living.

There, examiners probe the candidate's ability 
to retain knowledge. Us perceptual speed and 
spatial orientation, icngn«h . i»T,g Tf g ift ability. 
In a machine called the instrument coordination 
analyser and in the Link-trainer, after a short 
practice period, his reaction speed, stress 
resistance and multiple task performance under 
stress are tested. Psychologists alio observe the 
candidate during team sports, to gauge his team 
spirit, courage and determination. The select 
group of young men who come through all this 
then undergo rigorous medical checks. 

The first four months of school for those who 
pass might just as well be college for all they see 
of the sky. Classroom training fnia their days — 
In traffic control, instrumentation, electronics 
technology, navigation, meteorology, radio 
techniques, air safety regulations. These courses 
enable the students to earn their private pilot ■ 
licence and International radio telephony licence. 
Their only contact with airplanes so for has been 
12 hours in the Un-trainer. But then those who do 
well are off to Phoenix, Arizona, where they 
make up for all the time spent on the ground in 
Germany. 

LUFTHANSA MOVED its school .to, Phoenix 
because, as one of the~pllots said niefufty. In the 
immediate vicinity, we can fly in an area as big 
as all of Germany — and then some.” Other fac- 
,tors were the weather, which makes training 
possible all year round, and the noise factor, also 
not a problem te the vast desert surrounding the 
city. 

The training is rugged. The young men are im- 
mersed in dying, spending up to three hours a 
day in the air, practising take-offs and landings, 
steep turns, slow flight until they have mastered 
each manoeuvre. Gradually, complications are 
worked Into the lessons, and the trainee learns to 
master turbulent flying conditions, and to fly 
without ground visibility. 

Fair two years, the trainees shuttle between 
Phoenix and Bremen. After 270 hours of flight 
time with hundreds of takeoffs and landings, the 
instructors are able to make final evaluations on 
each candidate's reliability and aafety- 
consciouaneas. Only 5 to 8 per cent are dropped in 
training, and the rest quality for a co-pilot's con- 
tract with Lufthansa or ita charter company, 
Condor.' Between eight and ten years later, they 
wifi become captains. 


ONCE, in Israel, this reporter made a business 
trip in an executive jet; nervous to start with, I 
became rigid when foe pilot turned the key mil 
the plane emitted a series of rapid grunts, the 
same kind my car. makes on a cold wet 
Jerusalem morning. The plane wouldn’t start for 
a good five minutes, and although I kept quiet in 
order not to alarm the pilot, I spent the rest of the 
trip wondering what to do If It stalled. 

This sort of question commercial 

pilots, although the younger ones admit to having 
had the same thoughts In their early days. But by 
now they have a deep respect for their aircraft 
and the technicians who keep It In shape. Even 
more, after what they have experienced 
themselves, they know that the crew is In perfect 
shape. 

Every pilot must pass the same rigid medical 
test he took at the beginning of his career every 
six months as long as-he la flying. If ninmm takes 
him away from the job for more than four days, 
he must go back to Hamburg for a complete 
check-up agate — regardless of when he com- 
pleted the last one. The moat common problem 
that comes .up with flying staff. Interestingly 
enough, is excess fat — “a continual battle with 
cholesterol,'’ the doctors say. 

As for safety procedures, 5,800 crew members 
are trained every year in evacuation routines, 
receiving a special licence after finishing the 
five-day course. The chief of the programme ad- 
mitted that, as far as he knew, crews had never 
been called upon to use these procedures, te good 
whether or bad, in tropical or polar conditions. 
But they are trained for each eventuality, and 
practise sliding down chutes in every type of air- 
craft. Uferaft procedures are practised ta a pool. 

In another facet of safety training, crew 
members, 1 Bara bow to handle.R bomb, or a bomb 
scare, te case of a hijacking, their general te- 
'structions are to keep uahn and to try to get 
passengers to do likewise. It Is nol the business 
of the cabin crews to try to pacify a terrorist. _ 

Lufthansa’s highly developed safety courses 
are now used also to train pilots in the German 
air force, and In future will be extended to train 
other airlines, mainly Arab. Syrian Arab Airitee 
.c r e ws already train there, and contracts bave . 
been signed with the Iraqi and Kuwaiti airlines. ; 

te training for the new Airbus 800, Lufthansa 
pilots will first fly to Paris to use Air France’s 
cockpit pilot trainer. Later, they and their Air 
France colleagues win return, to Germany to 
practise te the simulator. Expensive as this 
ground equipment la. It is atm cheaper than train- 
ing te the air. 

With this saving te mind, Lufthansa has Just 
placed Its largest order ever — for five long- 
range Boeing 747s and six stretched version 727s 
for medium range. The are aQ from the "second 
generation" of 727a, and naturally Incorporate 
new systems and te ch nical improvements. Far 
the Lufthansa pilot, this means: back to school. 
He'll have to pass yet another course before he 
can fly it.

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Germany on defensive 

THE CASE of former SS Colonel Herbert Kappler is fast becom- 
ing- a test of the authenticity of new Germany’s penitence over 
the abomination, of Hitlerism. 

Last week the smuggling of the convicted war-criminal from 
Rome’s military hospital to a farm In the Soltau area of Ger- 
many came close to causing a serious rift between Bonn and 
Rome. Now the obvious disinclination, amounting to refusal, by 
the West German authorities to take any corrective action in the 
case threatens to place Bonn in the dock of democratic public 
opinion the world over. 

Kappler's extradition to Italy may well be impossible under 
West Germany's constitution, as Bonn jurists insist. 

But they themselves do not deny that, at least in theory, the 
man may be put on trial again for the crimes which earned him 
a life sentence In Italy: the massacre of 835 Italians in reprisal 
for the ambush of a group of German soldiers by partisans — 
not to speak of his transporting of thousands of Italian Jews to 
the ’death camps. 

There is no evidence, however, that any such idea is in fact be- 
ing entertained by West German law-enforcement agencies. 
Indeed there is no Indication of any serious intention to 
prosecute those German citizens, among them Kappler’s own 
wife, who engineered the escape from Rome. 

After all, those body snatchers, most of them neo-Nazis accor- 
ding to reports, did in their own illicit way that which Bonn bad 
been badgering Rome to do officially for a long while before: to 
allow that incurably ill, old man to go free after 30 years of in- 
carceration. 

There can be no doubt that the repeated German pleas on 
Kappler's behalf reflected a widespread national sentiment. 

Large numbers of Germans — both the old folks who wish to 
wipe out the memory of the past, and young people who have 
never really learned it at all — are tired of being reminded of 
the unspeakable horrors visited by their country upon humanity 
so short a while ago. Whatever evils Germany may have 
perpetrated, they tend to believe, it has already paid for. And 
enough Is enough. 

Worse yet, many of them cleave to the view that the German 
evils were not merely banal, in the unhappy phrase of one es- 
capee from their horrors, but fairly ordinary. Thus according to 
Mrs. Kappler, in an Interview with a German newspaper some 
months back, her husband “did no more than every soldier does 
in every war. Obeying orders," she added, “is always fright- 
ful." 

This German woman, who claims to have saved some Jews 
from the crematoria during the war, did not begin to realize the 
frightfulness of the untruth she was saying. Tet she must have 
been speaking for millions of her countrymen; and It is that feel- 
ing which is the wellspring of resurgent NazUsm in law-abiding, 
democratic Germany. 

By sheer coincidence, Bonn's social-democratic government 
is at this very time on the defensive against charges by the par- 
ty's own chairman, ex-Chancellor Willy Brandt, that it Is not do- 
ing nearly enough to fight neo-Nazi activities throughout the 
country. Chancellor Helmut Schmidt has vigorously contested 
the allegations, but has ordered a probe all the same. 

The results will nowhere be watched with greater interest 
than in Israel. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE ARMY OFFICER responsible 
for the evacuation of the villagers of 
Hark, during the War at Independence 
in October. 1948. says he had not' 
told them that they would be 
allowed to return " within a fort- 
night. Interviewed by The 
Jerusalem Post, Rav Seren (Res.) 
V Israel Kragnanski said when the 
late mukbtar of the village had ask- 
ed him when they could return, he 
had replied “when the security situa- 
tion makes it possible." 

Krasnanski added he "could not 
recall" that the villagers had 
welcomed the soldiers with bread 
and salt, but they had not fired on the 
force. They hoisted white flags on 
their roof-tops and stayed indoors. 

He had brought 15 trucks to the 
village and informed the inhabitants 
that they were to be evacuated, with 
their property, to Ram ah village, 
where they were to put up in homes 
abandoned by Rama villagers, who 
had fled across the border. Several 
days later, more trucks had been put 
at their disposal for the transport of 
property left behind or forgotten, 
Krasnanski said the security situa- 
tion near the bonier at the time had 
made the evacuation of the village 
Imperative. 

The transfer of the villagers had 
had to be postponed for a couple of 
days, because the gangs of Fawzl 
el Kaukji's “Liberation Army" had 
blown up a culvert on the highway, 
and a Yugoslav volunteer serving 
with Kaukji had mined the roads. 
The mines were removed by Israeli 
sappers. LJ.P . 

A SUMMER VISITOR to Jerusalem 
decided to undertake a personal 
study of the underprivileged district 
of the K&tamonim. 

He has come to the conclusion that 
much of the blame for social con- 
ditions there must- be laid on the 
architects who planned the buildings 
in such a way as to preclude any 
region^ kind of social and cultural 
life. They also assumed, he thinks, 
that everyone should live as far as 
possible from his place of work. 

That is all very well for the rich, he 
says. They have carsand don’t mind 
the travelling an hour a day to spend 
their - evenings in peaceful, garden- 
suburb surroundings. But an urban 


housing estate like the Kata m onim 
suffers the din of traffic from early 
morning until late at night. 
Jerusalemites In general have to go 
to the centre of the city for almost all 
their daily needs, whether material 
or spiritual. 

He also discovered that not all 
Jerusalemites stay Inside their 
homes once back from work. In the 
late summer afternoons In the San 
Martin Quarter, dozens of people — 
old and young — can be seen sitting 
on the low stone walls, just doing 
nothing. 

It has been the Mediterranean 
pattern for centuries to group houses 
round central piazzas which become 
the obvious arena for social ac- 
tivities. Nowadays, the focus of ur- 
ban living is the youth club. Why. the 
visitor asked, did the urban planners 
of the Katamonim not think of that?

After scrambling over scaffolding 
and structural skeletons to catch a 
huge boom crane In the proper 
silhouette all afternoon, she was 
pleased to be invited into the con- 
struction workers’ shack for a cup of 
tea. When she expressed her 
pleasure at the surprise sprig of 
fresh mint in her tea. the Arab and 
Jewish workers told her they had 
grown it themselves.

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HOW IRONIC that it should have 
been Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
whose sad duty it was to inform the 
nation an television recently . that . 
“there is organized crime in Israel." 
For it was Dr. Burg who. only five 
years ago, took the tough but — ache 
said — necessary decision that 
would ostensibly prevent organised 
crime from taking a hold on our 
society: he banished UJ5. visitor 
Meyer Lansky. 

No assurances that Lansky’s sole 
aim was to live here quietly in retire- 
ment, no* legal arguments, no recall 
of past services rendered to the nas- 
cent Jewish state; no hinted offers of 
future contributions to the state or 
indeed to Burg's own party, could 
move the Minister from his deter- 
mination: Meyer Lansky must go. 

Though there was no question 
about his Jewishness, Lansky was 
deemed ineligible for Israeli 
citizenship under the Law of Return. 
He had “a criminal past likely to en- 
danger the welfare of the state" — 
and was therefore a Jew to whom the 
Law of Return did not apply. 

The fact that he had never been 
convicted for anything more heinous 
than gambling was no argument in 
his defence. On the contrary, as the 
State Attorney claimed on Dr. 


KNOW YOUR ENEMY 


In fighting Israel’s enemies in a coun- 
try like Great Britain, the friends of 
the Jewish State would do better to 
take the offensive against Arab mis- 


deeds than to try to engage in rebut- 
tals, suggests British Labour MP 
GREVILLE JANNER. 


IN BRITAIN, Israel's political 
enemies — from left to right — re- 
joiced at the election of Menahem 
Begin. This delight was nicely cap- 
tured by a man who posed the follow- 
ing question to me at a public 
meeting: "While we applaud your ef- 
forts to keep the terrorist Amin out 
of our country, what is your attitude 
to a visit from the terrorist Begin?" 

I quietly explained that the oc- 
currences in the 1940s were unhappy 
history, while the killings in Uganda 
were current monstrosities; that 
whatever one's views on the 
philosophy of Mr. Begin and his par- 
ty, they had been elected by the only 
democratic processes in the Middle 
East, and were entitled to be given 
the benefit of. the political doubt by 
those who valued our friendship with 
Israel: and that — in a country 
which had learned to regret the 
death of Makarios and to value the 
life of Keny atta — we would no doubt 
learn to treat Mr. Begin with 
courtesy, if and when he decided to 
visit us. 

Still, British memories are long; 
the story of the two sergeants, hang- 
ing in the orchard, is still vivid in 
British minds; and everyone on 
Israel’s side hopes that when Mr. 
Begin does Visit us, he will kindly 
refuse to discuss the historical mis- 
eries and concentrate on the need for 
current peace. 

In a word: now that he is in office, 
he will not deal with the media In 
Britain as he did when he visited us 
in Opposition. 

MEANWHILE. Dr. David Owen — 
our admirable young Foreign* 
Secretary — has fended off a series 
of vicious attacks on Israel. His at- 
titude can be summed up in one 
sentence: Let us give Israel’s 
elected representatives the chance

of showing in Government that they 
did not mean what they said in Op- 
position. 

The tactic of Israel's enemies has 
been to concentrate on the "Sunday 
Times" torture allegations; while Its 
friends have concentrated on 
attempting to change the British 
Government's approach to the 
boycott, which David Owen has so 
roundly condemned, not only when 
he was a Junior Minister hut since 
his appointment. 

"Commons opinion tends to be en- 
capsulated in so-called "Early Day 
Motions." These are written motions 
for debate cn an early day — which 
never arrives. No. 393 reads: 'This 
House views with deep concern the . 
'Sunday Times* detailed and careful- 
ly written research report on 19th 
June, of the tortures methodically 
carried out on Palestinians In prison 
in Israel and the occupied territories 
over a period of many years; and, in 
order that justice may be done, 
suggest a detailed investigation of 
these allegations to be carried out by 
a Committee of International 
Juries." 

The 80 odd signatories provide a 
roll call of Israel’s foes plus some 
who are always prepared to deny 
Israel the benefit of any reasonable 
doubt plus a few fence sitters, feeling 
. that this is an issue Which may give 
public balance to an occasional pro- 
Israel utterance.

Sir. — In your issue of July 22, 
Reuben E. Gross of New York at- 
tacks Abba Eban for acknowledging 
the pluralism of Judaism In our 
time. Mr. Gross would write off two 
thirds of the Jews of the United 
States because they are members of 
Conservative and Reform con- 
gregations and do not accept the 
halacha as "the Council of Sages’* in- 
terprets it. Hie would read oirt of the 
people of Israel all of us who are 
devoted to the land, the people, and 
the faith of Israel, but who have 
found Orthodoxy utterly unpalatable 
and unable to relate to the real 
problems of living as Jews in the 
modem world. 

Zionism grew out of the will to live 
of all our people.

Under the auspices of the Com- 
mittee. anti-boycott Bills were In- 
troduced, by a Liberal member, into 
the Lords. In its present form, the 
Bill is doomed. But the flag of trade 
freedom is nailed firmly to the mast 
of Anglo-Israel friendship.

Sir, — In your review of my book, 
“Hameahev" (The Lover) of July 29. 
your critic claims that "Yehosbua 
says he avoids Judaism because it's 
uninteresting to him.” I don't know 
where 'and when Mr. Baumgarten 
heard me say such a thing. To the 
best of my memory, I never express- 
ed myself in such a maimer, and I 
find it irresponsible to put words in 
my mouth which I never uttered. 

My approach is simple and clear: 
everything we do in Israel is Jewish, 
including The Jerusalem Post, my 
works, the activities of a political 
party, the construction of a museum, 
etc. 

In my opinion, the time has come 
to eradicate the strange approach 
which has many supporters in the 
Gola and according to which com- 
munity' activities in New York, the 
works of Maimonides (mostly In 
Arabic) ., the Mosaic floor of an an- 
cient ~ synagogue in Iraq or the 
relations of the Jewish community 
with Christian authorities in the Mid- 
dle Ages are legitimate Jewish 
matters, while an Israel communal 
centre, the poems of David Avid an, 
the National Water Carrier, or the 
Fa reign policy of Israel towards the 
Arabs are not Jewish matters. - 

Just as everything which is dose in 
France. Holland and Denmark is 
French, Dutch, and Danish, so 
everything: which Is done in Israel 
(synonym for Jewish) is Jewish or 
Jewish-Israeli. 

But if the word Judaism is meant 
to refer to the Jewish religion, then a 
distinction should be made. 
However, it is always desirable to 
stress Jewish religion, and not simp- 
ly Judaism, which includes all 
Jewish culture and activity, both 
religious and secular.

Burg's behalf before the High Court. 
lAhsky'a “clean" record was itself 
evidence of just how nefariously 
powerful an underworld mobster he 
was. 

BUT THIS Is aot the place to 
rehearse all the arguments adduced 
at and around Lansky's memorable 
High Court hearing — the doubts 
thrown- on the authenticity of all the 
paperback literature surrounding 
the American Mafia, the fact that 
•Lansky — even according to his 
paperback prosecutors — had long 
since ceased active involvement in 
underworld affairs. 

The fact that the American 
authorities had originally had no ob- 
jection to his leaving the U.S. the 
year before was also not admitted as 
an argument, on his. behalf. 

Dr. Buxg and his aides vehemently 
insisted that the fact that the FBI 
now wanted Lansky back to stand 
trial ona tax charge (which Is not an 
extraditable offence) had had no 
connection with their decision to 
throw him out. There was no 
pressure from Washington, they 
maintained. Hence there was no suc- 
cumbing to pressures. 

So let it be. At any rate even Dr. 
Burg, a man with a wry and 
sophisticated sense of humour, must 
see the bitten irony, of the situation 
today: the then-head of the Federal 
machinery justice of U.S. Attorney- 
General John Mitchell, who was so 
anxious to have Lansky face trial, 
now himself serving a jail term for 
various perversions of justice — 
while Lansky, having stood trial and 
been acquitted, is at liberty, living In 
Miami, free to go anywhere, except 
to Israel. 

FOR HERE is the rub. The 1972 evic- 
tion order against Lansky is still in 
force. If he arrived at Ben-Gurion» 
Airport he could be sent back on the 
next plane. 

He has said he intends to ask the 
Interior Ministry to lift the ban on 
him and allow him to visit Israel for 
a few weeks with bis wife — and 
there are indications that he may be 
refused. Dr. Burg says he “doesn’t 
know" how he would respond, and 


speaks of the “hysterlal at- 
mosphere" created by the current 
revelations of the ”Tel Aviv 
Mafia’s” doings. Some of the 
Minister's politically-minded 
associates apparently feel that let- 
ting Lansky in might harm Btu-g-a* 
NRP leader. 

According to Lansky's rabbi, Rab- 
bl Dr. Simary&hu Swiraky, Mrs. 
L ansky is suffering from a serious 
disease. “At the moment," he says, 
"she can still travel to Israel. Ait 
soon it may be too late.” 

Why do the Lanskys want to come 
here? Probably for the same in. 
definable reasons that prompt 
millions of other Jews to do so. 
Before emplaning five years ago for 
what was to be that unforgettably 
pathetic odyssey through half a 
dozen South American republics 
(one after another they all turned 
him away; no doubt they, too, acted 
without prompting or prodding from 
Washington) Lansky told newsmen 
here: “I'll be back, Fve bought two 
plots on the Mt. of Olives." 

Dr. Burg, during whose party’s 
stewardship over the Interior 
Ministry several individuals with 
blemished records were mysterious- 
ly able to obtain Israeli citizenship 
and live here honourably and un- 
disturbed, has the heavy respon- 
sibility of deciding which Jews may 
not Uve in the Jewish state, and who 
is unqualified to “return" under the 
Law of Return. 


IN LANSKY'S case he acted In what 
he defined as the interest of the 
public weal to turn the man out. Five 
years later the public weal seems to 
have gotten along very nicely 
without Lansky, producing a vibrant 
and thriving home-grown Mafia of 
our own. 

Having himself admitted that an 
Iaraeli underworld has come Into be- 
ing without Lansky's assistance, it 
may be appropriate for the Interior 
Minister to consider reversing his 
previous decision against Lansky — 
who, whatever else he might, be or 
might have been, is an ailing Jew of 
76 — and allow him at least a brief 
visit to Israel.
